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THE PALESTINE MANDATE. 
We are enabled to print this week the full text of the British Draft 


of the Palestine Mandate, as submitted to the Council of the League 


of Nations--a document the publication of which has for so long been 
eagerly looked forward to by the Jewish people. Our destiny as 
Jews is largely bound up with the Mandate which the League 
of Nations is to give to His Majesty's Government. Because, the 
future of Palestine and the possibilities of its being trans- 
formed into Eretz Yisrael must largely depend upon the provisions 


that are now made for its future administration. The docu ment 


then, will be perused with the greatest attention, and anxiety, 
by every member of our community throughout the world. It is 
somewhat lengthy, and its language is by no means distinct, so that 
its intention is, at many points, anything but clear. It came 
into our hands only yesterday morning, ‘an hour or two before 
we went te press, and at the moment of writing there has been 
no time to examine its provisions with the care they deserve, 
in order to form any definite conclusions as to its value, 
to the extent to which ‘it carries out the implied promises 
ol the BALPouR Declaration, or how far it may reasonably be regarded 
as a fair working basis for the establishment of a Jewish Common. 
wealth in Palestine—a Commonwealth as Jewish as England is 
English, which has all along been proclaimed as the Zionist ideal. But 
the mere glance which we have been able in the circumstances togive 
to the document shows that it by no means fully meets Jewish National 
aspirations, and that in many respects it falls far below the high 
hopes with which the Jews of the world have been borne up during the 
unparalleled time of suffering and tribulation through which they 
have passed during the last three years or more, since the historic 
letter gddressed to LorD ROTHSCHILD brought to them the comfort 
of Zion. Jews are invited and expected to take a great part in the 
regeneration of Palestine, and to bring to the work the best that is 


in them, material as well as moral. It is, having regard to all 


prevailing conditions, a gigantic task, and it involves much 
sacrifice. Do the terms of the Mandate as they appear in 
the draft we now publish render that encouragement, which 
it is only in the nature of things is essential, if the sacrifice 


is to be forthcoming? We fear that, as they stand in the 


British Draft, the terms of the Mandate, on the whole, 
lamentably fail in this respect. Although they form a recogni- 


tion of Jewish nationality—a public recognition of the right of 


Jews to a National Home in Palestine—they do not concP% 


with anything like sufficiency the public security which Jewish 
Nationalists rightly claim for the formation and maintenance of 
their Jewish national being in Palestine. As we say, we have not 
had the opportunity of examining with any minuteness this 
supremely important document. We, therefore, refrain for the 
moment from giving a considered jadgment upon it. None the less, 
its general tenour cannot be doubted, and its shortcomings leap to 
the eyes as ‘readily as does the fact of the great advance in 
Jewish national strivings which it consecrates. 


American Anti-Semitism. 


Tae attempt to acclimatise anti-Semitism in America has pro 
duced two great protests from American Gentiles. The protests are 
probably the most remarkable of their kind ever made, and are 
supported by all that is best in American life. One of them 
originated in a stirMing address by that veteran friend of the Jewish 
people, ex-President Tart, and was actually inaugurated by 
the religious leaders of the Catholic and Protestant communities. 
The other owes its inspiration to the distinguished publicist, Jon 
SPARGO, and is equally impressive by what it says and the men who 
subscribe to it. President WILson, on his own accord, signed it, and 
the President-Elect, Mr. HARDING, although he felt bound to withhold 
his name on technical grounds, gave unmistakeable expression of his 
abhorrence of anything so narrow, so intolerant, and so un-American 
as the anti-Semitic movement.” Tho Universities, Journalism, the 
Law are, like the Churches and the political leaders, strongly identified 
with this Manifesto which forms a dignified expression of the 
mingledanger and distress with which the people of the United States 
have watched an insidious attempt to poison the national life and 
foully wrong a large and patriotic community, The main feature of 
the protest is that itis absolutely spontaneous. It comes, unsought, 

from the hearts and consgignces of “citizens of Gentile birth and 


left to men and women of the Jewish faith to fight this evil, 
but that it is in a very special sense the duty of citizens 
who are not Jews by ancestry or faith.“ That is, indeed, the aspect 
of anti-Semitism which we have ever desired to emphasise. Jew- 
baiting is mach morethe concern of the State in which it is carried on 
than of the Jew, against whom it is directed. It may possibly—or even 
probably—do material harm to its victims; the moral evil of the 
hateful thing is with those who practise it. It threatens the peace 
and stability of the country that tolerates it. It is anti-social and 
anti-religious. It introduces, in the words of the American protest, 
“a new and dangerous spirit, one that is wholly at variance with 
our traditions and ideals, and subversive of our system of govern- 
ment.” It is even worse—it feeds the flames of that race-hatred 
which has alrealy laid a great part of Europe in ruins, and threatens 
even now the whole future of civilisation. No wonder the American 
people are appilled at the prospect of anti-Semitism finding a breed- 
ing place on American soil. 


Secret Jewish 


THE report of the Ica, which was brought up to the Council of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association on Sunday, was, as usual, treated as 
private and confidential, and the discussion was accordingly held in 
secret. This procedure, so out of keeping with modern methods and sa 
misleading and detrimental, is apparently adopted by virtue of a 
resolution agreed to some twenty years ago. But by what rule is 
it de@med right or wise—or constitutional—that a twenty year old 
resolution should bind the Council to-day? Surely the right course 
is to take the opinion of amacsting before any proceedings in which 
it engages are held in secret. In regard to the Ica, however, the 
secrecy is wholly indefensible. It may be said that the adminis- 
trators of the Ica are concerned with what is only a private trust. 
That is exactly what the Icais not. Itis, to all intents and pur- 
poses, the administrative body of public funds—funds which were 


first time by any méans that attention has been called to the 
private and confidential methods of the Ica. Here is a body of some 
ten Jews, drawn from several lands, and dealing with a fund of some 
eleven million pounds, Yet it has never, to this day, pub- 
lished a balance-sheet! It has interests in many countries—large 
sums, for instance, were spent in Russia before the war—but 
nobody among the general public knows how much or with what 
result. What, in the name of ordinary intelligence, has the Ica 
to fear from publicity? Of what is it ashamed? Does it not 
see that by shrouding itself in this utterly unnecessary cloak 
of secrecy, it is lending support to the most popular of anti- 
‘Semitic allegations—that Jews are engaged in dark cou 
spiracies under the disguise of philanthropy? For here is an 
-International body controlling vast wealth (unless the Fund has 
been considerably depleted) and it persists in absolute secrecy. The 
Ica, however, as we very well know, is doing nothing but wholesome 
agricultural, educational, and other work which would win it wide- 
spread commendation if it were known. It is time this foolish con- 


cealment was ended, and that this secret Jewish International

Tun letters which Mr. ZANGwILL has addressed to the Times 
Literary Supplement and the Spectator, and which are repro- 
duced in full in our present issue, are models not only, 
polemical power but of honest sentiment. Wo may ot 
agree with every argument or every phrase, but we cannot help 
admiring the loftiness of their spirit, and we recognise the sharp 
contrast which they present in this respect to the narrow-minded 
and poisonous stuff that comes with wearisome iteration from 
journals which should know better. As Jews we owe Mr. ZANGWILL 
a debt of gratitude for the ardour with which he espouses the 
Jewish cause, and if he seems to some critics to err sometimes we, 
for our part, prefer to recollect the courage and persistency with 
which he fights the malevolent propagators of prejudice, and 
counters their miserable effusions, so insulting to the human 
conscience which are an affront to the noblest traditions of 
Britain. We would likeinthis connection to express our regret that 
Mr. LEONARD STEIN, in resentment apparently of Mr. ZANGWILL’S 
recent criticisms in the JEWIsH CHRONICLE, of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion and its accomplishments should have taken exception to his 
signature of the appeal to the League of Nations on behalf of the 
East European Jews. A far more fitting line was, we venture to 
think, adopted by Mr. Lucipx WoLr who, in his dignified rebuke to 
Mr. STEIN, showed his loyalty to an old comrade and a valued friend.

THE LornD MAYOR OF SHEFFIELD, speaking last Sunday at the 
synagogue service in aid of local charities, expressed his regret that 
Jews did not do more to make known to the outer world the high 
ideals of their sacred faith. I is a noteworthy utterance coming 
from non-Jewish lips, and one which our community may well take 
to heart. But it can best be given effect to, as we have insistently 
pointed out in these columns, when Jews live their Judaism in their 
own lives, and, above all, when they cultivate an unyielding pride in 
their faith and a proper Jewish consciousness. It is surely of no use for 
Jews to explain their ideals to the world if they themselves seek to 
escape identification with them. An ideal of which we are ourselves 
half ashamed is not one which others can be expected to respect, 
however lofty and noble it may be. At the same time, it is well that 
a world stumbfing in dark ignorance of all things really and essen- 
tially Jewish should, as we have constantly urged, be enlightened.

One such notable effort was 
that excellent posthumous work of the late JOSEPH JAcoBs, Jewish 
Contributions to Civilisation.” Tue London Lodge of the Indepen- 
dent Order of B'nai Brith is, we understand, going ahead with the 
publication of works with a similar purpose. We, and the com- 
munity generally, wish them God-speed in these valuable endeavours. 
The Lord Mayor of Sheffield, by ‘the way, was not the only great 
municipal dignitary to visit a synagogue last Sunday. The Lord 
Mayor of Manchester actually visited two. These amenities 
preserve one of the best-prized traditions of English life, and we

FROM MY NOTE BOOK.

ORE than once I have observed how true were the words ot J oseph 
Chamberlain who once said that great men were like great 
mountains—you could not gauge their height while standing near 

to them. What he said of men applies equally to events. Men-and 
women are unable to estimate wit: anything like duo relativity the 
events coeval with themselves. Great happenings occur, and the 
popular estimate of them, if its record could be preserved, would seem 
ludicrous to history. As is my occasional habit, a few evenings ago 
Ispent some leisure moments in looking over some old numbers of the 
JEWISH CHRONICE. And I could not fail to be struck with the ridiculously 
small interest that seemed to exist in the communaiy concerning what is 
called Jewish Emancipation. Perhaps in some quarters the lack of 
interest apparent at the time is more than made up now by the undue 
importance that is given to the whole of the movement which resulted in 
Jews being able to take their seats in Parliament without first virtually 
abjuring their faith by making an cath on the true faith of a 
Christian. Still the movement was of first class importance 
to the Jewith community in this country. It was really of 
even more importance to England itself that it should be purged of the 
intolerant bigotry which demanded that before a citizen could perform 
But in any 
case it was of great importance for us Jews. Yet tho pages of the JEwIsit 
CHRONICLE of the time show that the interest in the movement on the part 
of our community was confined to a very few, that for the most part 
Biitish Jews regarded the movement with indifference, and that some of 
them even doubted its wisdom and oppose it accordingly. Issue after issue 
of the JEWISH CHRONICLE tried to fan what sparks of enthusiasm for the 
removal of disabilities which it could find, and deplored the flaccid careless- 
ness which was so generally manifested concerning it.

History very moment the future 
an appreciable extent being moulded 
by the arrangements which are in contemplation for the 
future of Palestine. What those arrangements are, or in other words, 
the terms of the Mandate which the League of Nations is to give to Great 
Britain in Palestine, is still undisclosed, and a profound and decp veil 
hides them from the general public. Perhaps to this fact has to be attri- 
buted the comparative lack of interest in the Zionist movement (and 
movements) which I notice as so prominent a feature of Anglo-Jewish 
communal life. Zionism is regarded by many Jews as a thing apart 
from themselves to which they either assent or from which they dissent 
very much in the same way as they assent to or dissent from the purposes 
of some local charity. 


A Pound for Palestine. 


I happened a few days ago to open the question of Jewish 
Nationalism to one of the gentlemen who, 1 suppose, is rockoned 
a leader of the Community. He did not gather to what exactly 
I referred by the term that I used. But when I explained to him 
that I meant Zionism, he brushed the matter aside by saying: 
“Oh, Zionism; yes, I don't belong to it. I don’t hold with it.“ When 
I told him that whether ho likes it or not he is “holding” with 
the movement all the time, beeause it is really “holding” him, 
he expressed his astonishment and entire scepticism. And he did 
not seem pleased when I explained to him how there is no Jew 
alive to-day who can possibly remain unaffected by the future of 
Palestine, whether the Zionist movement succceds or fails. I showed 
him how Palestine has never ceased to be the chief living influence 
upon Jews, even though they were almost dead to its existence, and 
though its condition for centuries was practically moribund. The 
communal leader in question is au fond, a good-hearted earnest Jew of 
the conventional type, and I believe that what I said impressed him. I 
know it interested him; because, at the end of a somewhat long talk, he 
turned to me and said: Here you are; don't bother me any more. Here 


is q pound for Palest-ne. Do what you like with it.” 


This experience I think worth detailing, because I believe that active 
Zionists have neglected the class of Jews to which the person to whom I 
refer belongs. They have neglected tolink\up their movement with the every. 
day life, social and religious, of the Jews of the world. They have shown 
an impatience of those Jews who see in Judaism no more than an obligation 
to cirry out (more or less) the ordinances of our faith,to go occasionally 
to synagogue, to marry inside the community and be buried within a 
Jew's acre. They have rocked not sufficiently of the average Jew ot 
the conventional type, and have expected that the mere emergence of 
the Zionist movement was going to turn a body of people who for 
two thousand years had been divorced from Jewish poiitics, who 
had during a great part of that period lived a Ghetto existence, 
and whose acme of ambition had been Toleration, suddenly to 
become Jewish Nationalists, who could view Judaism in its infinitely 
broader light, not merely as a religion conferring religious obligations 
upon its adherents, butalso asa national heritage, the honouring of which 
involves a Jewish consciousness and the constant tendering by Jews 
every where to thé world at large the highest and best resuits of Jewish 
culture. The burden that will be cast upon the Zionist Organisation 
whatever the terms of the Mandate may be, must in the nature of things 
be very great. It is one that should be borne, so far as possible, by the

whole of Jewry. If the Zionist Organisation or even the recognised 
adherents of Zionism attempt to shoulder it alone, I fear that they will 
fail by reason of its very weight. 


Pumpstock's Barmitzvah Story. 


Tuo short extract from the Lite of Dr. Pampstock which was printed 
last week has brougit me a sheaf of denunciatory episties invariably 
anonymous. They cover a seeming'y wide range, but in fact their 
Leit motif is identical and they all exhibit profouad vexation that the 
celebration which the learned Doctor described was exposed to the 
fierce and searching light of public notice. One correspondent 
genially concludes that I must be a profound woman-hater agd that 
my hate of the fair sex is such as comes only to one who has become 
utterly embittered by being matrimonially ill-mated! I will bear this 
correspondent fondly in mind shoull there ever be a professorship of 
Psycho-analysis going, and I should have any influence in filling the 
vacancy. Auother baateringly suggests that I must be “a member of Hill 
Street (!) where the boys are not Barmitzvah, and that while feeling 
jealous of other synagogues where the célebration is maintained, I at the 
game time desired to ridicule and decry the observance. That is, let me 
say, something like a palpable bull’s-eye! Yet another, affecting 
Sympathy with this writer expresses regret that like the famous 
hunter of the Snark I caught “a boojum” in the shape of an anti-Semite, 
and that Dr. Pumpstock, if he is not in reality the Editor of the 
Morning Post, was present at the Barmitzvah he. told about as a 
Spectatorin disguise. That I concede is neat! Finally, as exemplifying 
the letters on the subject that have reached me, a fair damsel, who 
appears to think that two (or more) blacks make a white, asks me plain- 
tively why I chose to assist in pillorying a Barmitzvah, and why I have 
said nothing about weddings. And she concludes: “If you had devoted the 
remarks to weddings and wedding dinners, receptions, presents, and all 
that sort of thing, I should have been with you; but to attack the 
Barmitzvah, let me tell you, lam dead against you.” And Iam thankful 
to note that the lady is endowed with an ample power of metaphor— 
nothing more. 


Well, perusing these communications and pondering what really had 
induced the sentiments they conveyed, there was insistently borne in 
upon me a story which many of my readers may have heard long ago. 
In a South American negro community, there had been a constant pur- 
loining of sheep. One Saturday night a raid of a somewhat extensive 
character had caused considerable loss to a prominent farmer. He pro- 
ceeded next day before service to the coloured p stor and begged of him 
to discover the culprits. The pastor undertook to do his best, and 
accordingly, when he entered the pulpit to deliver his sermon, 
he prefaced his remarks by observing that there had been 
some extensive sheep stealing during the previous night, aud the 
delinquents had escaped. “Now,” exclaimed the preacher, “if any of the 
delinquents is in this ere congregation, d not let em think that because 
I do not know em the Lord does not know em. Believe me, the 
Lord knows ’em—yes He do! For here I see that those persons who 
stole those sheep have got feathers growing out of the tops of their heads.” 
Imm iasately half a dozen of the negro congregation clapped their hands 
upon their craniams! Tho application of the story to explain the 
anonym us correspondence to which have referred, seems to show, Iam 
afraid, that the description De. Pampstock gave of the Barmitzvah that 
l him irascibility, was typical or at least general, rather than 
peculiar.

ANTI-SEMITISM 
By “ Citizens of Gentile Birth and Christian Faith.” 


PRESIDENT WILSON SIGNS PROTEST. 


A REMARKABLE MANIFESTO. 


The anti-Semitic movement in America bas produced a great 
counter-protest which has been inaugurated by the religious leaders of 
the Catholic and Protestant communities. The protest originated from a 
speech by ex-President William Henry Taft in Chicago. In the course 
of what he said Mr. Taft severely criticised Henry Ford. Ile laughed to 
scorn the Protocols of the Learned Eldersof Zion.“ The greatest mis- 
fortune of our suffering bumanity,” Mr. Taft said, “is racial hatred, and 
every one who helps to spread it bears a great responsibility. 
This grave responsibility now rests on Mr. Ford. Furthermore, 
the story of the quariJewish conspiracy may be likened to the 
Baron Münchhausen tales. 
spiracy to seize the world, and that Jewish bankers and business men 
sway the thrones and governments, then let.the question at once be 
answered; how is it that out cf the thirteen million Jews in the world, 


half are to-day not only suffering from pogronmis and persecution, but also 
from starvation?” 

The Committee of Religious Minorities has been formed to arouse a 
public moral sentiment in the interests of justice and fairness. The 
Com mittee, in their manifesto, state that they are startied and humiliated 
by the outbreak of propaganda against the Jews in the United States. It 
concludes by appealing to “all people of goodwill to condemn every effort 
to arouse divisive passion against any ot our fellow-countymen ; to aid in 
eradicating racial prejudice and religious fanticism, and to create a just 
and humane public sentiment that shall recognise the fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhvod of man, and shall demand that no men shall be 
denied the inalienable rights of freedom of conscience and worship 
because they belong to another raco or profess a different faith.” The 
signatories inc: ude Cardinal Gibbons, President Charies W. Eliot, William 
J. Bryan, Robert Lansing, Robert C. Hoover, and William H. Taft. 


An even more influential manifesto has now been is<ued. Probably 
no document has coatained such a list of distinguished n«mes, 
not one of whicn is that of a Jew. It owes its origin tothe public spirit 
and high ideais of Mr. John Spargo, a distinguished Socialist publicist. 
President Wilson of his own accord requested his name to be added to 
the list of signatories, and while the President-elect, Mr. Harding, 
thought it advisabie, in order to avoid creating a precedent, to withhold 
his —— wished it to be known that he would give no sanction to 
anything so narrow, so intolerant, or so un-American as the anti-Semitic 
movement.“ The tekt of the protest is as follows: 


The undersigned citizens of Gentile birth aud Christian faith view with 
profound regret and disapproval the appesrance in this country of what is 
apparently an organised campaign of anti-Semitism, conducted in close con- 
formity to and co-operation with similar campaigns in Europe, We regret 
exceedingly the pps of a number of books. pamphlets, and newspaper 
articles, designed to foster distrust and suspicion of our fellow-ciltizens of Jewish 
ancestry and faith, distrust and sux«picion of their loyalty and their patriotism. 
These publications, to Which wide circulation is being given, are thus intro- 
ducing into our national political life a new and dangerous spirit—one that is 
wholly at variance with our traditions and ideals, and subversive of our system of 
government. American citizenshipand American democracy are thue challenged 
and menaced. We protest against this organised campaign of prejudice and batred 
not only because of its manifest injustice to those against whom it is directed. but 
also, and especially because we are convinced that it is wholly incompatible with 
loyal aud inte ligent American citizenship. The logical outcome of such a 
campaign would necessarily be the division of our citizens along racial and 
religious lines. and ultima‘ely the introduction of religious tests and qualifica- 
tions to determine c tizenship. 

The loyalty and patrioti- m of our fellow-citizens of the Jewish faith is equal 
to that of any part oi our people, and requires no defence at our bands. From 
the foundation of this republic, down to the recent world war, men and women 
of Jewish ancestry and faith have taken honourable part in building up this 
great vation and maintaining its prestige and honour among the nations of the 
world. There is not the slightest justification, therefore, for a campaign of 
anti-Semitism iu tais country. Anti-Semitism is almost iuvariably associated 
with lawlessness and with brutaiity and injustice. It is also invariably found 
closely intertwined w th other sinister forces, particularly those which are corrupt 
reactionary and oppress ve. 

We believe it should not be left to men aud women of Jewish faith to fight 
this evil, but that it is in avery special sense the duty of citizens who are not 
Jews by ancestry or faith. We, therefore, make earnest protest against this 
vicious propaganda, aud call up nm our fellow-citizens of Gentile~birth and 
Christian faith to unite their efforts to ours, to the end that it may be crushed. 
In particular, we call upon all chose who are moulding the public opinion, the 
clergy and ministers of all Christian church: s, publicists, teachers, editors aud 
statesmen, to strike at this un-American and un-Christian agitation. 


The signatories include President Wilson, Cardinal O'Connell, the 
Archbishop of New York, several Bishops, the Secrotary tor War, the 
Secretary of State, the Secretary «f Agriculture, the Assistant Secretary 
of Labour, the Presidents of Columbia, Princeton, Brown, and the 
Catholic Universities of America, the Presidents of many Colleges, and 
among others, William J. Bryan, Robert Lansing, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Dr. Fort Newton, Charles Dana Gibson, the President of the Federal 
Couneil of Churches, the Premdent of he Chatauqua Society, and many 
distinguished lawyers, suitors, professors, financicrs, and public workers.

But we will 
venture to suggest, instead, that it is probable that if Ford had spent 
the time he has wasted over the Nonsense of Nilus, and all the rest 
of the malignity he has dished up against our people in the Dearborn 

Independent, in attending to his own business he might have foreseen 

the slump conditions now prevailing there, and by providing for them 

have forestalled their effects upon the great concern he built up. 


Organisation of German Communities. 
INAUGURAL MEETING. 


Berwin [F.O.C.] 


On the 23rd ult., the large hall of the B'nel B'rith Lodge was — 


thronged with throe hundred and twenty-three delegates, representing 
over nine hundred communities, when the Deutsch Israelitische 
Gemeindebund“ was formally inaugurated. Professor Dr. I. Kalischer 
presided over the gathering, which included representatives of every 
section of German Jewry. In his presidential agdress, he pointed out 
that that assembly marked an epoch in the hi of German Jews. 18 
was a turning point in their communal ex#tence. Dr. Ismar Freund, 
the anthor of the Constitution of the Union, gave a résumé of its leading 
features. It had been necessitated by the new Government legislation. 
Its objects were the revival and strengthening of religious life by the 
maintenance of autonomy; the giving of financial assistance to poverty- 
stricken communities; the mainienance and foundation of communal 
institutions. The Union would act as the public reprosentative 
of the Community in reference to the State, and would promote 
the legal and social status of the Crm munity and ‘its officials. 
The headquarters wonld be in Beriin. The executive power 
is vested in a Bundestag, a Council, and in various committees. 
The Bundestag, which is open to both men and women, will be elected 
on the basis of one deputy for every three thousand voters. The Council 
of fifty-five will be elected in the proportion of one deputy to 20,000 voters. 
In addition, three rabbis, two professors, and three members of the 
theological seminaries of Berlin and Breslau will have seats on it. The 
various comm ttees will have the overseeing of teaching, ritual, charitable 
activities and political and judicial affairs. Dr. Klee, speaking in the 
name of the Zionists, announced their acceptance of the scheme, subject 
to certain modifications. After a ten hours’ discussion, unanimity was 
obtained. The meeting concluded with a tribe to the Chairman, whose 
life-work had been crowned by the foundation of a union in which all 
German-Jewish interests had a common platform. 


A World Organisation of Sephardic Jews, 


A letter from Madrid announces that a Universal Association of 
Sephardim has been organised there at a conference of which Don Angel 
Palido Fernandez was the Chairman. This institution, which is to 
embrace all the Sephardic Jews the worid over, has on its committee the 
Marquis de Valero de Palma, Senator; Mr. Antonio Goicoechea, the ex- 
Minister; and Mr. Ignace Bauer, Banker. The Association has already 
received the recognition of all Sephardic communities in Spain, Morocco, 
and America. Its aim is to create an organisation to defend the Jewish 
interests everywhere. But it will also do immediate practical work. 
A special section has been created for commerce, industry, and agriculture. 
This section will organise commercial museums, facilitate commercial 
relations among Sephardim, and establish information agencies, ete. The 
Association intends to establish branches in all the principal Jewish 
centres.

FULL TEXT. 


‘A National ne for the Jewish People 


A JEWISH ADVISORY COUNCIL. 


We are enabled to publish below the tall text of the Draft 
prepared by the British Delegation of the Mandate in Palestine- 


This draft, we understand, is to be submitted to the Council of the 


League of Nations for consideration and adoption at its next 
meeting at Geneva, which is to be held this month.

Text of the Mandate. 


THE COUNCIL OF THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS, 


Whereas by Article 132 of the Treaty of Peace signed at Sévres on 
the tenth day of August, 1920, Turkey renon<ced in favour of the Principal 
Allied Powers all rights and title over Palestine; and 

Whereas by Article 95 of the said Treaty the High Contracting Parties 
agreed to entrust, by application of the provisions of Article 22, the 
administration of Palestine, within such boundaries as might be deter- 
mined by the Priecipal Allied Powers, toa Mandatory to be selected by 
the said Powers; and 

Whereas by the same Article the High Contacting Parties further 
agreed that the Mandatory should be responsible for putting into effect 
the declaration originally made on November 2nd, 1917, by the Govern- 
ment of His Britannic Majesty, and adopted by the other Allied Powers, 
in favour of the establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the 
Jewish people, it being clearly understood that nothing should be done 
which might prejudice the civil and religious rights of existing non-Jewish 
communities in Palestine, or the rights and political status enjoyed by 
Jews in any ether country; and 

Whereas recognition has thereby been given to the historical con- 
nection of the Jewish people with Palestine and to the grounds for recon- 
structing their National Home in that country; and 


Whereas the Principal Allied Powers have selected His Britannic 
Majesty as the Mandatory for Palestine; and 


Whereas the terms of the Mandate in respect of Palestine have been 


formulated in the following terms and submitted to the Council of the 


League for approval; and 

Whereas his Britannic Majesty has accepted the Mandate in respect 
of Palestine and undertaken to exercise it on behalf of the League of 
Nations in conformity with the following provisions; 


Hereby approves the terms of the said Mandate as follows ;— 
Article 1.—His Britannic Majesty shall have the right to exercise as 


Mandatory all the powers inherent in the Government of a sovereign 
State, save as they may be limited by the terms of the present Mandate. 


Article 2.—The Mandatory shall be responsible for placing the 


| country under such political, administrative and economic conditions as 


will secure the establishment of the Jewish National Home, as laid down 
in the Preamble, and the development of self-governing institutions, and 
also for safe-guarding the civil and religious rights of all the inhabitants 
of Palestine, irrespective of race and religion. 


Article 3.—The Mandatory shall encourage the widest measure of 


self-government for localities consistent with the prevailing conditions. 


Article 4.—An appropriate Jewish agency shall be recognised as a 
public body for the purpose of advising and co-operating with the 
Administration of Palestine in such economic, social and other matters as 

may affect the establishment of the Jewish National Home and the 
interests of the Jewish population in Palestine, and, subject always to 
the control of the Administration, to assist and take part, in the develop- 
ment of the country. 


The Zionist Organisation, so long as its organisation end constitution 


are in the opinion of the Mandatory appropriate, shall be recognised as 


such agency. It shall take steps in consultation with His Britannic 
Majesty's Government to secure the co-operation of all Jews who are 
willing to assist in the establishment of the Jewish National Home. 


| Article 5.—The Mandatory shall be responsible for seeing that no 


Palestine territory shall be coded or leased to, or in any way placed under 
the control of the Government of any foreign Power. 


Article 6.—The administration of Palestine, while ensuring that the 


_ Fights and position of other sections of the population are not prejudiced, 


shall facilitate Jewish immigration under suitable conditions, and shall 
encourage in co-operation with the Jewish agency referred to in Article 4 
close settlement by Jews on the land, including State lands and waste 
lands not required for public purposes. 


Article 7.—The Administration of Palestine will be. responsible 
for enacting a nationality law. There shall be included in this law 
provisions framed so as to facilitate the acquisition of Palestinian citizen- 
ship by Jews who take up their permanent residence in Palestine. 


Article 8.—The immunities and privileges of foreigners, including 
the benefits of cousular jurisdiction and protection as formerly enjoyed 


by Capitulation or usage in the Ottoman Empire, are definitely abrogated 
in Palestine. 


Article 9.—The Mandatory shall be responsible for seeing that the 
judicial system established in Palestine shal! safeguard (a) the interests 
of foreigners ; (6) the law, and (to the extent deemed expedient) the juris- 
diction now existing in Palestine with regard to questions arising out of 
the religious beliefs of certain communities (such as the laws of Wakf and 
personal statas). In particular the Mandatory agrees that the control and 
administration of Wakfs shall be exercised in accordance with religious 
law and the dispositions of the founders. 


Article 10.—Pending the making of special extradition agreements 
relating to Palestine, the cxtradition treaties in force between the Man- 
datory and other foreign powers shall apply fo Palestine. 


Article 11.—The Administration of Palestine shall take all necessary 
measures to safeguard the interests of the community in connection with 
the development of the country and, subject to Article 311 of the Treaty 
of Peace with Turkey, shall have full power to provide for public owner- 
ship or control of any of the natural resources of the country or of the 


_ public works, services and utilities established or to be established 
It shall introduce a land system appropriate to the needs of 


therein. 
the country, having regard, among other things, to the desirability of 
promoting the close settlement and intensivo cultivatior of the land. : 

The Administration may arrange with the Jewish agency mentioned 
in Article 4 to construct or operate, upon fair and equitable terms, any 
public works, services and utilities, and to develop any of the natural 
resources of the country, in so far as these matters are not directly uuder- 
taken by the Administration. Any such arrangements shall provide that 
no profits distributed by such ageucy, directly or indirectly, shall exceed 
a reasonable rate of interest on the capital, and any further profits shall 
be utilised by it for the benefit of the country in a manner approved by 
the Administration. 


Article 12.—The Mandatory shall be 3 with the control of 
the foreigu relations of Palestine, and the right to issue exequaturs to 
consuls appointed by foreign Powers. He shall also be entitled to afford 
diplomatic and consular protection to citizens of Palestine when outside 
its territorial limits. 


Article 13.— All responsibility in connection with the * places 
and religious buildings or sites in Palestine, including that of preserving 
existing rights, of securing free access to the holy places, religious build- 
ings and sites and the free exercise of worship, while ensuring the 
requirements of public order and decorum, is assumed by the Mandatory, 
who will be responsible solely to the League of Nations in all matters 
counected therewith : provided that nothing in this Article shall prevent 
the Mandatory from entering into such arrangement as he may deem 
reasonable with the Administration for the purpose of carrying the pro- 
visions of this Article into effect: and provi led also that nothing in this 
Mandate shall be construed as conferring upon the Mandatory authority 
to interfere with the fabric or the management of purely Moslem sacred 
shrines, the immunities of which are guaranteed. 


| Article 14.—In accordance with Asticle 95 of the Treaty of Peace 
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with Turkey, the Mand ‘tory undertakes to appoint as soon as possible a 
special Commission to study and regulate all questions and claims relating 
to the different religious communities. In the composition of this Com- 
mission the religious interests concerned will be taken into account. The 
Chairman of the Commission will be appointed by the Council of the 
League of Nations. It will be the duty of this Commission to ensure that 
certain holy places, religious buildings or sites, regarded with special 
veneration by the adherents of one particular religion, are entrusted to 
the permanent control of suitable bodies representing the adhcrents of the 
religion concerned. 


The selection of the holy places, religious buildings, or sites so to be 
entrusted shall be made by the Commission, subject to the approval of 
the Mandatory. 


In all cases dealt r this article, however, the right and duty 
of the Mandatory to maintain order and decorum iu the place concerned 
shall not be affected, and the buildings and sites will be subject to the 
provisions of such laws relating to public monuments as may be enacted 
in Palestine with the approval of the Mandatory. 

The rights of control conferred under this article will be guaranteed 
by the League of Nations. 


Article 15.—The Mandatory will see that complete freedom of 
conscience and the free exercise ofall forms of worships (sic), subject only 
to the maintenance of public order and morals, is ensured to all. No 
discrimination of any kind shall be made between the inhabitants of 
Palestine on the ground of race, religion, or language. No person shall 
be excluded from Palestine on the sole ground of his religious belief. 


The right of each community to maintain its own schools for the 
education of its own members in its own language (while conforming to 
such educational requirements of a general nature as the Adminisration 
may impose) shall not be denied or impaired. 


Article 16. The Mandatory shall be responsible for exercising such 
supervision over missionary enterprise in Palesfine as may be required 
for the maintenance of public order and good government. Subject to 
such supervision, no measures shall b taken in Palestine to obstruct or 
interfere with such enterprise, or to discriminate against any missionary 
on the ground of his religion or nationality. 


Article 17.—The Administration of Palestine may organise on a 
voluntary basis the forces necessary for the preservation of peace and 
order, and also for the defence of the country, subject, however, to the 
supervision of the Mandatory, who shall not use them for purposes other 
than those above specified, save with the consent of the Administration 
of Palestine, and, except for such purposes, no military, naval), or air 
forces shall be raised or maintained by the Administration of Palestine. 

Nothing in this Article shall preclude the Administration of Palestine 
from contributing to the cost of the maintenance of forces maintained by 
the Mandatory in Palestine. 

The Mandatory shall be entitled at all times to use the roads, rail- 


ways, and ports of Palestine for the movement of troops and the carriage 
of fuel and supplies. 


Article 18. The Mandatory must see that there is no discrimination 
in Palestine against the nationals of any of the States, Members of the 
League of Nations (including companies incorporated under their laws) as 
compared with those ofthe Mandatory or of any foreign State in matters 
concerning taxation, commerce, or navigation, the exercise of industries 
or professions, or in the treatment of ships or aircrafts. Similarly there 
shall be no discrimination in Palestine against goods originating in or 
destined for any of the said States, and there shall be freedom of transit 
under equitable conditions across the mandated area. 


Subject as aforesaid and to the other provisions of this Mandate the 
Administration of Palestine may on the advice of the Mandatory impose 
such taxes and customs duties as it may consider necessary, and take 
such steps as it may think best to promote the development of the natural 
resources of the eountry and to safeguard the interests of the population. 


Nothing in this Article shall prevent the Government of Palestine on 
the advice of the Mandatory from concluding a special customs agree- 


ment with any State, the territory of which in 1914 was wholly included 
in Asiatic Turkey or Arabia. 


Article 19.—The Mandatory will adhere on behalf of the Adminis- 
tration to any general international conventions already existing or that 
may be concluded hereafter with the approval of the League of Nations 
respeciing the dave traffic, the traffic in arms and ammunition, or the 
traffic in drugs, or relating to commercial equality, freedom of transit and 
navigation, aerial navigation and postal, telegraphic and wireless commu- 
nication or literary, artistic or industrial property. 


Article 20.—The Mandatory will co-operate on behalf of the 
Administration of Palestine so far as religious, special and other con- 
ditions may permit, in the execution of any common policy adopted by 


the League of Nations for preventing and combating disease, including 
diseases of plants and animals. 


Article 21.—The Mandatory will secure, within twelve months from 
the date of the coming into force of this Mandate, the enactment, and will 


ensure the execution, of a Law of Antiquities based on the provisions of 


Article 421, Part XIII., of the Treaty of Peace with Turkey. This law 
shall replace the former Ottoman Law of Antiquities, and shall ensure 
equality of treatment in the matter of archwoligical research to the 
nationals of all States, members of the League of Nations. 


Article 22.—English, Arabic, and Hebrew shall be the official lan- 
guages of Palestine. Any statement or inscriptions in Arabic on stamps 
or money in Palestine shall be repeated in Hebrew, and any statement or 
inscriptions in Hebrew shall be repeated in Arabic. 


Article 23.— The Administration of Palestine shall recognise the Holy 


days of the respective communities in Palestine as legal days of rest 


for the members of such communities. 


Article 24.— The Mandatory shall make to the Council of the League 
of Nations an annual report as to the measures taken during the year to 
carry out the provisions of the Mandate. Copies of all laws and regula- 


tions promulgated or issued during the year shall be communicated with 
the report. 


Article 25.—If any dispute whatever should arise between the 
Members of the League of Nations relating to the interpretation or the 
application of these provisions which cannot be settled by negotiation, 
this dispute shall be submitted to the Permanent Court or Internatioual 
Justice provided for by Articlé 14 of the Covenant of the League of 
Nations. 

Article 26.—The consent of the’ Council of the League of Nations is 
required for any modification of the terms of the present Mandate, 
provided that in the case of any modification proposed by the Mandatory 
such consent may be given by a majority of the Council. 


Article 27.— In the event of the termination of the Mondate con- 
ferred upon the Mandatory by this Declaration, the Council of the League 
of Nations shall make such arrangements as may be deemed necessary 
for safeguarding in perpetuity, under guara Cee of tho League, the rights 
secured by Articles 13 and 14, and.for securing under the guarantee of 
the League, that the Government of Palestine will fully honour the finan- 
cial obligations legitimately,incurred by the Administration of Palestine 
dusting the period of the Mandate. 


The present copy shall be deposited in the archives of the League of 
Nations and certified copies shall be forwarded by the Secretary-General 


of the League of Nations to all Powers Signatories of the Treaty of Peace 
with Turkey.

Mr. Balfour's Covering Letter. 


The draft of the Palestine Mandate, as printed above, was trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of the League of Nations (the Hon. Sir E. 
Drummond, K.C.M.G., C.B.), together with the Mandate for 


Mesopotamia, with a covering letter signed by Mr. A. J. Balfour, tho 


British Delegate to the League of Nations. The letter was dated 
6th December, 1920, was sent from the British Delegation, Hotel 
Beau Rivage, Geneva, and requested that the Mandate should be laid 
before.the Council of the League of Nations. 

Mr. Balfour mentions that His Majesty's Government have 
throughout been in consultation with the French Government with 
whom they are in complete agreement on the subject,” and he 
concludes by saying that in the interests of the native inhabit- 


_ ants of the mandated territories, and with the objeot of conferring 


upon them with the least possible delay the benefits of a system 
based on the stipulations of the Pact His Majesty's Government

AN AMERICAN OPINION, 

Under the caption, “Jew Baiting,” the Times of India thas eri leises 
the attitude of the Morning Post on the appointment of Lord Reading to 
the Viceroyalty of India: 

“As the foremost English exponent of anti-Semitism, the Morning 
Post has naturally objected to the suggestion tha’ Lord Reading may be 


appointed Viceroy. That journal has vevived, together with a good many 
other oid-fashioned pre ju tices, ail that malignant hatred of the Jew which 


first camo into prominence in England during the Eastern Crisis of the 


late seventies, when Disraeli was Prime Minister, and was opposing tho 
pro- Bulgarian policy of the Liberals. Ou the present occ ision the Morning 
Post tries to hide its own feelings by alleging that the appointment of 
Lord Reading may offend the feelings of Indian Mahommedans, and, in 
doing this, only exposes its own ignorance. Whatever Mahommedans 


may think of Zionism and of our action in Palestine, they have no tradi- 


tional feeling against Jews. They recognise in them a “ People of the 
Book,” with whom both in doctrine—since both Mahommedans and Jews 
believe in one God—and in ritual and symbolism they have a good deal 
incommon. There has been in fact more sympathy in the past between 
followers of the Mahommedan law and those of the Mos de law than there 
has been between Islam and Christianity. Quite apart from that, Indian 
Mahommedans must, from their own experience, be fully alive to the 


fact that the State in choosing men to serve it takes no heed of their 
religious views.” 


In an editorial on the unrest in India and the no co-operation cam- 
paign of Mr. Gandhi, the New York Times thus refers to the appointment 


of Lord Reading, written before his decision to accept it was made 
known :— 


“The apparent decision to send Lord Reading to India is at once a 
compliment to him and evidence of the seriousness of the problems 
confronting the Indian Government. The ability and experience of the 
Lord Chief Justice led to his being named for two important missions to 
the United States during the war. There was some complaint then at 
his being taken away from his judicial duties so long. It would surely 
be revived if he were to go to India. In this event he would probably 
resign as Chief Justice. 


‘All his skill and versatility would certainly be called upon to smooth 
out the Governmental tangles in India.”

Jewish passengers in the trains from Bendin to Sosnowice, 
and from Chechanow to Warsaw, have been assaulted, had their beards cut 
off, and in many cases have been thrown outofthe train. A sergeant, who 
had assaulted and attempted to violate two Jewesses, one of them being 
fatally shot in her attempt to save herself, has been punished by a 
sentence of four ynonths’ imprisonment!

Bill to Check Anti-Semitic Libels. 
NEW F. O. C.) 
In the courso of a speech to a delegation of the Daughters of Jacob, 
who presented him with a set of robes, Judge Otto A. Rossalsky referred 
to the anti-Semitic campaign initiated by Henry Ford, whom he described 
as the “ greatest menace to American institutions.” He said that the 
American people were, however, waking up to the outrageous and unwar- 
rantable attacks on the Jews. But he thought that, in order to make 
those responsible for this outbreak answerable for their conduct, it would 
be necessary to secure additional legislation, and he was now engaged in 
the preparation of a law which would render liable to criminal prosecu- 


tion all those who not only persisted in libelling Jews, but all other 
denominations. 


Opposition to Res:riction of Immigration. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the Chamber of Commerce of the 


State of New York, a heated discussion to k place on the question of 
immigation and the measure at present before the United States Senate 
intended to bar incoming aliens. Chief among those who opposed tho 
idea of keeping out the immigrant, were Messrs. Cyrus L. Sulzberger, 
William G. Willcox and Francis H. Sissen. 

“If the United States were to establish a thoroughly effective system 
of removal and distribution of immigrants, such as it failed to establish, 
although it startcd, in connection with its immigration bureau,” said Mr.

Hearings before the Senate Committee on Immigration are making short 
shrift of the wild rumours and imaginings with which the campaign for restric- 
tion was recently launched. What happens to rumour when brought tothe 
sharp test of fact was illustrated in Washington in regard to the specific “‘yeril”’ 
of Polish immigration. The statement had been made that the American yacs- 
port office in Warsaw has been receiving 2,500 daily requests for passports. We 
are now told that this daily crowd of 2,500 applicants is the same crowd dayaftcr 
day, since the facilities of our office in Warsaw permit the issue of less thana 
hundred passports a day. 

Still more pertinent was the testimony of the representative of the United 
Hebrew Trades, comprising a membership of 250,(00, largely in Now York City. 
Trade uvion sentiment is strongly for restriction because it fears the swamping 
of the labour market. Butif labour in any specific industry has reason to be 
alarmed at the prospect of a large Polish immigration, it should be the New 
York garment workers. Jewish immigrants from Poland do not go to work on 
the railways, or in the mines, or, to a noticeable extent, into any of the fields 
represented by the membership of the American Federation of Labour. They 
do go, in overwhelming numbers. into the needle trades. If the unions in this 
field are not afraid of competition or a lowering of the living standard, the 


remoter branches of labour should have no cause for alarm. 


Sir Matthew Nathan and Australian Jewry. 


Sir Matthew Nathan, Governor of Queensland, in a letter written to 
Mr. Michel Isaacson, who was a member of a deputation from the 
Melbourne Hebrew Congregation which waited upon His Excellency 
on board ship at that port, says: The kind reception that I am baving 
from my fellow Jews in the different parts of this great country, is a 
part of my welcome to it which I much appreciate.” Similar sentiments 
were expressed by Sir Matthew to a deputation of the Executive Officers 
of the Great Synagogue in Sydney, one of them being Rabbi Francis L. 
Cohen, whom he greeted as an old acquaintance. 

Among the addresses of welcome presented to the new Governor on 
his arrival at Brisbane (where he was received by the populace with 

unrestrained enthusiasm) was one from the Jewish community. In reply 
to this address, his Excellency said that it had been a great satisfaction 
to him to have been received with kindness by his coreligionists:in all 
parts of Australia, and still more so to have heard the Jewish comma- 
nities spoken of by his fellow-Governors in the various States as bodies 
of loyal subjects and good citizens. Such a reputation was valuable, not 


only to the communities themselves, but to their fellow-Jews in other 
parts of the world. 


The Brisbane Courier says that Sir Matthew gives an impression of 
courtly grace and geniality, and also power.

The representative of the Contral Committee of the O. R. T. (Society 
for the Promotion of Trades and Agriculture among the Jews) for the 
Vilna district, Mr. B. Cagan, has returned from Latvia where be has 
established O. R. T. committees in Dvinsk and Libau. 

In order to cope with unemployment, the Committee at Vilna is 
establishing stores where the finished products of artisans are sold. 
With the assistance of the Committee public technical courses have been 
established in electro-technology, mechanics, chemistry, agriculturc, and 
economics. The Committce has recently published a pamphiet on 
agronomy, soils, fertilisers, (te., and in the immediate future will publish 
Professor Gretz’s book on electricity. An agricultural co-operative group 
of fifty people has been created in Oshmany (district of Vilna), which is 
working eight dessiatines of land (about 24 acres) devoted to the growing 
of vegetables. ‘ \ 
The Committee at Kovno is establishing a new smith’s workshop (the 
third). Workshops for tailoring and bootmaking have been recently 
established. A co-operative group for bootmaking has been established 
and has already received orders from the Government as well as from 
private people. 

The Committee at Grodno has re- opened its former establishments and 
anew training workshop for carpentry has beenopened. The Committee 
is giving special attention to the local agricultural conditions and the 
matter is now in the hands of an agricultural expert.— |COMMUNICATED.)

THE “MORNING POST” AND MR. LUCIEN WOLF. 


Yet another letter from Mr. Lucien Wolf appeared in the Morning Post 
on Monday last.

was the substitution—by a slip of the pen of ‘Jewish Board of Guar Jians’ 
for ‘Jewish Board of Deputies.’”’ This seems to threw doubt upon the 
assurance that I gave you in my letter of the 2ist instant that I am not 


a member of the Committee planned t>» manage the proposed department. 


protest most strongly against this suggestion. As a matter of fact you 
made no fewer than three ‘slips of the pen“ in your reference to Lord 
Rethschiid’s statement. You spoke of the Publications Department as 
being already in existence, whereas it was only projected; you described it as 
intended to conduct a Jewish propagaudz, where is it is only intended 
to defend the Jewishycommunity against attack, and, finally. you said that 
I had been made an ex-officio member of the department, which is not true. 
I have not even been sounded on the subject, aud, far reasons with which 
I need not trouble you, I could not accept the proposal if it were made 
to me. 

These “slips of the pen“ may app ar to be of small consequence, but 
they are really of great importance as illustrating the carelessness with 
which you work up the larger aspect of your uncharitable case against the 
Jewish community. Thus, in your issue of the 2ith instant, you pretend to 
Hud evidence in the report of the Anglo-Jewish Delegation to the Peace 
Conference that the Conjomt Committee“ had a world policy conflicting in 
important respects with the interest of Engiand.” and that in pursuance of 
this policy it presented a pistol at the hes of the Foreign Office in 1916.” 
There is not a scintilla of justification for these melodramatic statements. 

e *‘ world policy of the Conjoint Committee was specificail 
founded by resolution in November, 1914, on the subo dination of all Jewish 
interests and griéVances to the interests of the Allies. Every step taten by 
the Committee from that date to the end of the War was governed by this 

rincipic, and the so-called * pistol presented at the head of the Foreign 
nes in 1910 consisted of representations made in the interest of the 
Allies on the sagvestion of an Inter- Alltel Propaganda Committee. which 
was presided over by the late French Premier, M. Georges Leygues, and 
they were subsequently elub rated at the request of Viscount Grey himself. 
Throughout these transactions the Conjoint Committee acted iu the closest 
harmony with the Foreign Office for the promotion of Allied interests and 
mothing more Let me iu this connection ask you to read carefully para- 
graph 14 of the report of the Anglo Jewish Delegation.

„ THE CHIEF RABBI'S TOUR. 


VISITS TQ EAST LONDON AND PORT ELIZABETH. 


Details are now to hand of the visits of the Chief Rabbi and Mr. A. M. 
Woolf to East London and Port Elizabeth. They artived in the former 
ace on December 31st, and were received at the railway station by the 
ayor, the Town Clerk, and the leading members of the community. A 
reception was held on the following evening, at which Mr. Navid pre- 
sided, the company inclading the Archdeacon of East London, the Mayor 
and the leading members of the Jewish and Christian communities. 
Speeches of welcome were delivered by the Chairman, the Mayor, Mr. 
Stewart, M.L.A., and Archdeacon Rowley. An illuminated address was 
presented to the Chief Rabbi by Mr. Kramer, on behalf of the community 
of King Williarn's Town. Though Dr. Hertz had not been able to pay them 
a personal visit, Mr. Kramer assured bim that the community would do their 
utmost to support the War Memorial. The Rev. L. Wolk having read the 
address, Dr. Hertz, in the course of his reply, referred to the warm 
welcome the mission had received from every section of the South 
African people. Both Briton and Boer realised that intolerance and 
persecution were the foulest stain on the fame and honour of a nation. 
Dr. Hertz went on to emphasise the vital importance of religions educa- 
tion, and the fact that the scheme they had come to advocate would 
bo a monument which the course of time could never destroy. He 
concluded by paying a tribute to the service of the lay workers of Anglo- 
Jewry, with special reference to Mr. Albert Woolf. The latter also 0.

The War Memorial and Jews’ College: 
A Reply to Mr. Joshua Levy. 


From Sir R. WALEY COHEN, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. Office of the Jewish War Memorial, 22, Great 
St. Helen's, E.C.

Sin, — Throughout our history we have suffered much at the hands 
of bigotry and intolerance, but this does not prevent us from being often 
intolerant of one another, and it is perhaps a somewhat similar phenomenon 
that the members of the Council of Jews’ College, a body which has long 
had to complain of the lack of support and sympathy of the community, 


should pursue a rather violently polemical method in representing their 


claims upon other bodies. Although a humble member of that Council 
of many years’ standing, I shall try to depart, in replying to Mr. Levy’s 
letter in your issue of last weok, from that not very happy tradition. 

Mr. Levy does less than justice to the Council of Jews’ College in 
ascribing to me the choice of the moment for the public discussion of the 
difficalt problems in the solution of which both Jews' College Council and 
the Jewish War Memorial Council are deeply concerned. The choice 


was made by a number of the members of the Jews’ College Council at a 


recent meeting of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial. 

There are some misapprehensions into which Mr. Levy has fallen and 
which I think he would wish to have corrected. It is not true that it was 
proposed that financial assistance to the College should be held over until 
the findings of the War Memorial Committee are accepted by the College 
Council. On the contrary, it was expressly proposed and accepted by 
the Chairman of the Council of Jews’ College as providing reason. 
able machinery by which the Council of the War Memorial might 
help Jews’ College for the time being—that an unconditional grant 
of £1,000 should be made to the College if the War Memorial 
Council is not able to formulate its plans for strengthening 
and reorganising the College in time to be considered by the College 
Council before the next academic year. But when the report of the War 
Memorial Jews’ College Committee has been made, and when upon this 
report definite conclusions have finally been reached by the War Memorial 
Council, as to how it should fulfil the task which is one of its main 
objects, viz. the education of Ministers for the Jewish communities 
of the Empire, then and thereafter it can obviously only devote 
funds to a Jews’ College whose Council is prepared to join in 
carrying into effect the conclusions of the War Memorial Council 


as to how the task should be fulfilled. Conclusions will not be 
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reached without much consultation between the members of the 
two Councils, and much mutual toleration and patience will be 
required before final agreement can be reached. I do not doubt for one 
moment that it will be reached. None of us can fail to be influenced by 
the enthusiasm manifested throughout this country and South Africa (and 
I have no doubt it will bo the same throughout the Empire) for the idea 
of effecting such a re-organisation of Jews’ College as will enable it to 
take its rightful place in the fulfilment of the ideal which the Anglo-Jewish 
Community has set before itself as part of its spiritual War Memorial. 

Mr. Levy is in error in thinking that the “War Memorial Jews’ 
College Committee” is a self-appointed body. It was elected by the 
Council of the War Memorial, a much larger body than that which elects 
the Couneil ef Jews’ College; both are, I hope, sufficiently representative 
to feel the impulse of this enthusi)sm. 

But all this controversy is surely unworthy of the great task on which 
we are engaged. The Anglo-Jewish community is grappling with the 
problem of spiritual reconstraction, that our children and future generations 
may roap the spiritual harvest which has been preserved for them through 
countless eeaturies of suffering. To give Judaism to our children, and so 
organise our rm ligivus life t the lives of our Jewish fellow-citizens may 
be truly inspired by that pure spiritual force which is the inheritance of 
all Jews werthy of the name—that is the monument to our Jewish heroes 
which it is the task of the War Memoria! Council to design and build. 
If its foundations are to be well and truly Aid, they will require the 
unstinted help of every Jew and every Jewish institution, and not the 
least of all the members of the Council of Jews’ College, a body which, 
in face of many difficulties, has for long been attempting to attack what 
is perhaps the most difficult problem associated with our task; and of 
these there is no man whose constructive views will be heard with greater 


pleasure and respect than Mr. Joshua Levy.

Some of my earliest and happiest 
recollections are associated with the synagoguc, an lit I could u t under- 
stand ali that went on there—why, I was “iutrigued” by a certain 
mystery, twin brother of reverence. My imagination had fall play. I 
have no patience with your modern ultra-fashionable toys. I wrapped a 
rag round a wooden skittie, and that was the doll for me. 

The Yanks and cranks do not understand the child-mind. Our 
fathers did, and they made of Judaism a religion of colour and poetry.that 
arrested the imagination and filled one’s life with beautiful memories and 
associations. 

I admit that modern economic life often makes it difficult for some 
fathers to acco:npany their children to synagogue, but the mothers can, 
and both can ensure that their children are taught Hebrew, so that they 
may follow the services.

In your esteemed coutributor's words is visible his great desire to 
create in the hearts of the Jewish youth a staunch and unyielding love

We all know the necessity to provide children with teachers, such, 


as will seek to fill the hearts of their hearers with a joyous aud intelligent 
allegiance to the ordinances of Judaism, so that their performances may 
never degenerate into perfunctory and mechanical acts. 

A synagogue for children under the age of thirteen is impracticable. 
But what we do need is a synagogue for boys above the Barmitzvah age. 
Children under this age do to some extent receive Jewish education. It 
is above the age of thirteen onwards that we should mostly be concerned 


— is at this age that Jewish boys and girls stand on the threshold of 
worldly aspirations and materialistic ambitions, where the very air 
savours of heresy and apostasy. If their religious education up to date 
was vast and immense, means must be provided whereby they will not 
only be guarded against its deterioration, but will also be imbued with 
greater enthusiasm for it. On the other hand, if their education is meagre 
and scanty, attractions must be provided such as will prove inviting and 
alluring to them. O.e of the many attractions that are necessary is a 
synagogue. Just one fact I will quote. Take, for instance, a Chevrah with 
just a Minyan. They have no appointed Chazan or Baa! Koreh, yet they 
can always find among themselves someone to conduct the services. 
But take the present day Jewish you h; I doubt whether even among ten 
Minyanira one would have the courage, or better still the knowledge, to 
cond service. 

12 hope that Mentor“ will agree with me, that if a syna- 
gogue is established, let it be for boys above the age of thirteen, where 
each shall be trained to participate in and conduct the services. If the 
youth are given encouragemcRt, it would prove an attraction for many, 
it would instil in them a love for our religion, a desire to read and study, 
jearn and obey, the laws and commands of our holy Torah. A synagogue 


ld be a second home to them, and thus a step further towards the 


betterment of Judaism would be taken.

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A PLEA FOR THE MIDDLE CLASSES. 


By THE REV. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M. A.“ 


“Give me neither poverty nor riches, feed me with the portion thatis 
good for me.”—Proverbs xxx.,8. The Editor of the Book of Proverbs 
introduces us to a new thinker in this chapter. His name is Agur, the 
son of Jakeh, and he is a mysterious personage about whom we know 
nothing. Tradition has attempted to detect in his name some imaginary 
meaning analogous to the meaning of Ecclesiastes As the latter is a 
man who assembled men for debate or wha marshalled facts for argument, 
so Agur is one “ whostores up” his wisdom. This fanciful interpretation 
of proper names is common, but it does not lead us far. Our thinker has 
something striking to tell us. He does not lay claim to wisdom or 
surpassing Knowledge, unless we are to read a touch of irony in verses 
2 and 3. He is an observer, speaking out of a long experience-which has 
convinced him of the transcendent greatness of God who can do, and who 
does things that are beyond the intelligence of men. At the time when 
Agur lived there must have been those who pitted their own wisdom 
against the power of God, and challenged the wonders that God could 
perform. With this type of mind he has no patience. Disdainfully be 
taunts them—"“ who has ascended unto heaven or descended? Who hath 
gathered the wind in his fists? Who hath bound the waters ina garment? 
Who hath established all the ends of the earth? What is his 
name and his son’s name, if thou canst tell?” This method of challenge 
is reminiscent of Job and other parts of the Bible, where the believer, 
sure of his ground, invites impossible proof of wisdom and achievement 
comparable to God. Whatman has ever succeeded in accomplishing such 
things? Add to God's might his revelation given to man. Every word 
of God is pure, he is a shield unto them that put their trust in him.” To 


the mind of the moralist this is a necessary sequence. That revelation ot 


God, which we have read in our portion this day, is true and permanent. 
Add not to the words of God lest he reprove thee ”—his law is sufficient 
—why seek to add to it or to elaborate it? Perhaps here there is an echo 
of the maxim of Ecclesiastes - be not righteous over much—let your faith 
be expressed in a right and practical manner, and turn it not into a maze 
of impossibilities. You may be a false commentator, ard your additions 
—unless conceived in a spirit of reverence and humility—may lead you 
into difficulties which you may find it impossible to reconcile. This 
would appear to be the Eu of those strange verses at the beginning 
of chapter 30. 
TWO THINGS IN PRAYER. 
Now Agur is a believer in God and he will ask two things in prayer. 


They seem to him to count for everything. He prays to God—remove | 


me far from vanity and lies. This is the first and it suggests so much. 
It is vanity and lies that spoil the scheme of living. Vanity is a curse 
that warps natures that could be fine, it is a snare that entraps men 
when they are heedless of how they go. It is the concomitant of pride 
which puffs us up, giving to our importance a self-estimated fictitious value. 
And with vauity there goes the companion “falsehood.” They cannot be 
long separated because when vanity, which connotes conceit and deceit 
and all their corollaries, finds itself in difficulties to explain its position, 
its triend—falsehood—is requisitioned. The two together can often find 
the way out, but the alliance is bad because it is founded on a wrong basis. 
Agur will pray to be delivered from the temptation of joining these com- 
panions—they can lead to nothing good in the end. 


His other petition is equally urgent—give me neither poverty nor 
riches, feed me with food convenient for me. He has definite views that 
he will expound, for he believes that he has discovered the means 
whereby one may gain satisfaction. Neither poverty nor riches—what 
is unthinkable for him is the extreme. His is not a condemnation of the 
rich nor a wail over the poor—it is a choice, if he could have it, of the 
mean between the two. He thinks the world would be better, and, 
always remembering that his conception of a world is limited by a sense 
God whose power is unfathomable by man, and of man’s recognition of 
the purity of God's word, he would wish all to be the same, having the 
same competency, neither too little nor too much, but just enough for 


legitimate needs. 


THE MIDDLE WAY. 


There is something here that reminds us of Ecclesiastes who reached 
almost the same conclusion—that extremes of whatever nature have their 
dangers which even the strongest cannot avoid. It was the current 
Greek thought of the time taught by Aristotie, who based his theory of 
virtue en what he called the doctrine of the Golden Mean.” Virtue is 
moderation; vice is excess on either side. Thus the middle course 
between pride and servility is self-respect. Between self-indulgence and 
asceticism is moderation. Faith is the mean between superstition and 
scepticism. It would be wrong to characterise this as teaching with 
which Judaism could always be fh agreement. There are circumstances 
in which we do not recognise the golden mean as sufficient. It provides 
no place for heroism or self-sacrifice or anartyrdom, which are such 
prominent features of Jewish history. And what, too, of those great souls 
who have conceived lofty ideals, and in face of opposition and ox. ediency 
(as men called it) have been content to follow wherever the goal lead 
them? Virtue will often be found in the middie way, but conscience will 
lead only in one direction, and an overpowering faith in God will guide a 
man in spite of all the dictates of philosophy. But these great natures 
are the exception, and for ordinary mortals it must be the best to try to 


find the middle where we are sure of our ground. 


THE TEMPTATIONS OF THE RICH. 
Our philosopher has first asked to be saved the temptation of vanity

and lies. He will be a man of sincerity and without sham. After that 
he prays for neither poverty nor riches, but for a sufficiency. He gives 
his reasons at once—" lestI be full and deny thee.” He claims that 
excessive wealth is accompanied by great dangers—dangers which most 
of us would be prepared to risk— Lest I be full and deny thee,” the 
word “full,” baer, means “lest I be too satisfied, too filled 
out with pride and self-importance.” This must be a frame of mind that 
does not guarantee an adequate preparation for faith. Of all the virtues 
humility is the grandest—the real true humility of a Hillel, not the 
obsequious cringing of a Uriah Heep. At the root of all virtue is humility, 
for the proud have no need for God. How often the Mosaic Laws reminds 
us of this: Let not a man allege that his own power or genius or the work 
of his own hands has accomplished it all. It takes a very strong man to 
understand this, because the temptation to arrogance so often is present 
when success is too great. Agur was thinking of this: he is not a 
disrupter with a shout of divide it all up equally”; he is bent ona higher 
motive. It is the menace to faith that he fears, and he starts, as you 
remember, with the conviction that faith is all. Probably in his own 
experience he knew men who were too weak to resist the temptation. 
Like Ecclesiastes, he had seen strange alliances, wealth and stupidity, 
poverty and wisdom, satiety and ignorance, learning and starvation. And 
perhaps, too, he had noted that sympathy was often wanting in just 
those very places where one would expect to find it, and that men who 
had nothing to pray for ceased to pray, and men who had every oppor- 
tunity of doing good never seized the opportunity. Perhaps we aro trying 
to enter the mind of the early philosopher by our own knowledge of what 
we see around ourselves—we do not know for certain. He must have bad 
good reason for making his prayer neither wealth nor poverty. 


THE PERILS OF POVERTY. 


He is not a hypocrite ; he makes no great virtue of poverty. Youcan 


detect here one of the saving graces of the sanity that pervades Jewish 
teaching. Judaism does not make a virtue of poverty nor of wealth a 
crime. It preaches that wealth can be a curse if it ignores the boundiess 
opportunities for doing good which its possession confers. “Give me not 


poverty,” cries the teacher, “lest I steal and take the name of the Lord 


in vain.“ If Wealth has its temptations, so has poverty. And the temp- 
tations of the latter are even greater. Riches may alienate a man from 
God, they may harden his heart against his fellow-men, they may make him 
insufferable and tedious; but still with all these they can allow a man to 
pass muster among his fellow-men, and if he is clever enough they can 
often gain him a reputation for charity and goodness, and he alone knows 
whether it is deserved or not. But poverty, by reducing men to the 
straits of want and despair,.can often, and does often tarn a man from 
the path of rectitude, making him liable to steal and to blaspheme 
the name of God. You seo there is @ reason for Agur’s prayer. 
Hunger and misery are as detrimental to the building up of character as 
are the opposite extremes. May we be delivered from them! They 
remove from life all its beauty; they strip lite ot its opportunities. Hunger 
and starvation know no law other than that of the desire to live. If we 
think of it, the marvel is that they do not conduce to more crime than we 
know isrampant. It is bee use we start out with the belief in God asa 
God of mercy and justice that we are led to the conclusion that the 
middle way is the most desirable. Both extremes have their dangers. 
They are so apparent that we need not dwell upon them. 

The consideration of these aphorisms in the Book of Proverbs, which 
we can always take up with advantage, has its great value. It brings us 
back to the realities, and whatever we may think, we know that, disguise 
it as we would like, there isa vast amount of trath. The truth is not any 
the less real by the knowledge that there are great and glorious excep- 
tions in both classes. There are types that stand out in bold relief, of 
riches and their owners—there are grand men and women with hearts of 
gold. ith love and sympathy, with the desire to do good, who seek oppor- 
tunities for showing how worthy they are to be the custodians of the 
power to exercise an influence on their generation and to alleviate some 
of its burdens. No less true is it that there are ranged against them a 
formidable array of the type aimed at by the moralist, whose ears are 
stopped up, whose hearts are harderel, and who, iu their defiance of 
God and neglect of man, are the obvious victims of the temptation to 
which we allude. Often making out of meanness a principle, they would 
be the most surprised to see the figure they are cutting. At the other 
extreme are heroes and heroines who, amid all the temptations to forsake 
God and turn to evil, are examples of high chargcter and noble soul, a 
pattern of virtue and a model of patience and endurance. Your real 
philosopher does not geperalise—he points his moral by reference to 
particulars. No extreme can be utterly wrong, but with all 
the latent evils liable to accrue from both, wisdom counsels a middle 
course. 


THE MIDDLE CLASSES. 


Neither riches nor poverty—feed me with food convenient for me. 
It is, perhaps, a rousing challenge to that larger body, the middle class. 
the backbone cf the population as they are called. It is al appeal to that 
large number who are spared the trials of extreme wealth and the sorrows 
of extreme poverty, to show a spirit of thankfulness with their lot 
and to develop their character by using their advantages for the 
common welfare. They are the largest aad most important class alike of 
nation and of community. We do not forget or minimise the few great 
exceptions; but taking them all round they are those who supply the 
brains, who control the industries, who develop the basinesses, who 
stabilise the finances, who write the books, who run our institutions, and 
who continue to feed the river of our religious life. With them is the 
real source of strength, and upon their shoulders de the burdens fall. 
They are so placed that they have this particular advantage—they neither 
suffer patronage nor try to exercise it. Removed from the extreme limits 
theirs is the position of, security. If Agur lived to-day, he need not 


re-write his maxims, The wisdom of experience is true in all ages and 


human nature remains the same,

Traditional Judaism. 
— 


From Rabbi S. D. MENDELSOHN, 17, Brunswick Street, Leeds. 
[To THE EDITOR.) 

Sin, — Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches’ self-com is really admirable. 
His letters in your columns make one imagine him sitting on his Olympus 
in the Scottish capital, having all the Rabbinic literature at his finger- 
tips, hurling his plagues at all the under-dogs in the clerical hemisphere. 
If a Rabbi somewhere in Austria dares to allow a doubtful Jewish boy to 


be called up to the Torah, Dr. Daiches has but to cite a certain halacha . 


in the Ve and that poor Rabbi is browbeaten. Or, if a certain reform » 


minister dares to expound his tenets, Dr. Daiches has but to confront him, 
and all the resources of Rabbinic erudition are hurled against him. Oh, 
what a good fortune it is to be born on the lap of the gods! Yet, sooner or 
tater, one is bound to ask: Is it so?” “Is it indeed?” MIND P22 Yen. 
I, Sir, cannot help but admit that I really doubt it. 


For, can I agree with Dr, Daiches, for instance, when he declares 


in his letter in your last issue that the terms Traditional 
Judaism’ and Orthodox Judaism cannot be found in the Talmud, the 
Codes and Rabbinical literature,” knowing as I do that one has but to 
open & W Babba Kama, and on page 2 one meets with the expression of 
“deevrey kabalah,” meaning Traditional Judaism in contra-distinction 
to “decvrey torah,” which means the Bible? Moreover, just as the 
Rabbins of the Talmud understood by “Traditional Judaism“ the 
“deevrey kabalak” which they received from those that went before 
them, so we to-day understand by “Traditional Judaism” all the 
teaching that we received from those that went before us, from the 
prophets down to the Rabbis of the last generation, in short: The lived 
Judaism of yesterday is the Traditional Judaism of to-day, Jewish 
D 3730 included. | 

As regards Orthodox Judaism” I take my English dictionary, and 
find that the word orthodox isa compound of two words, viz., orthos, right, 
and dora, opinion; opposed to heterodox—/eteros, other, dora, opinion. 
Hence the Rabbins calling Elisha b. Abuya WS, when he forsook 
Judaism, meant to call him a Heterodox, or one of the “ other-opinion,” 


and in Hebrew ‘orthodox’ means nothing but PTY from DTS, right. 


opinion.“ The term orthodox, therefore, is as old, if not as Methuselah, 


at least as Noah. d deren. means that: Noah was an orthodox.” 
“The principles offaith”—continues Dr. Daiches - and of practice under- 
lying Judaism w well known to, and so universally admitted by 


Jews all over the world, that there was no need to formulate them for 
the purpose of excluding principles and practices that were not Jewish 


or were only partly Jewish.” I wonder, Sir, if Dr. Daiches has forgotten 


the O pr — the Thirteen Principles of Faith which Maimonides 
thought needful to formulate, and every orthodox Jew thinks it worth 
while to recite every morning? 

“If"—says Dr. Daiches further—‘a Jew attempted to abrogate the 
laws and practices which make up Jewish life, then he was branded as 
a DO, and he was given a wide berth by the rest ofthe community. He 
was still a Jew, but he was outside the community.” Well, well, 1 think 
that Dr. Daiches is rather overdoing it. Sarely to goodness we are not 
living in the age of Acosta and Spinoza, and the flying Dutchman's 
sceptre, and the rod of excommunication is a thing of the past. Does not 
the Talmud make a distinction between a WO) pen and WO) Wee Len 
(see Berachoth 30), or is not there 0 i as well as there is 9° 52) Hen 
(see Rosh Hashanah 16). 

Moreover, there is a whole d in Synhedrin which treats of the Jew 
who is excluded from the N“ 325, but they are very few in number; 
the great majority are included in the Community, and benefit by the mild 
dictum that: “Every Israelite has a portion in the world to come“ (Avoth 1). 

So much for Dr. Daiches' letter, headed What is a Jew?” 
which appeared in your issue of the 17th December, 1920, purporting to 
support the laymen’s objection tothe SW" of a certain Rabbi regarding 
a Vienna student whose mother is a non-Jewess, allowing that boy on 
account of his Jewish father to be called up to the Torah. Basing his 
opposition to that Rabbi's decision on the Id M Pw’, where it declares 
that the son of a non-Jewess is a non-Jew, I cannot see eye toeye with 
Dr. Daiches in this, as the source of this Aalacha is from Kidushin66, C, 
and there we are clearly given to understand that the "MW 17) is only 
where the marriage is not binding; but when the [ODN fen then 
WV. 39)", the offspring, is like the father in religion. Hence, if this 

Vienna student's parents were married by special licence, then, according 
to the well-known decision of the Rabbis who composed the Napoleonic 
Synhedrin,“ an intermarriage by licence is valid; his parents’ marriage 
was, therefore, valid. Therefore, according to the Talmud of Kidushin, 
page 66, concurred in by the & 20 “ O°3D", also by the D ede, the 
child in such a case follows the father in religion. That Vienna student 
is consequently an absolutely Jewish boy, and that Rabbi'e decision was 
compatible with Jewish law.

In your issue of the 14th inst., the Rev. Dr. Salis Daiches hauls the 
Rev. Morris Joseph over the coals for his “ vague and meaningless” defini- 
tion of traditional Judaism, and in the very same letter concludes his 
remarks thus: “Then why does Mr. Joseph ask, What is traditional 
Judaism?’ The answer is so simple. It is Judaism which has not been 
drained of its life blood. It is the Judaism that will survive“ 

How perfectly lucid! But what exactly does it mean? 

é It may, _or it may not, be necessary to define “traditional” or 
liberal” or orthodox“ Judaism, but it certainly is necessary to know 
what is meant by “ Judaism.” 

One hears of “ Sephardic” and Ashkenazic” Judaism, of “Chasidish " 
and Misnagdie Judaism, of Reform and “Orthodox” Judaism, and 
naturally one wonders which is the true Judaism. 

It Judaism is none of these, what is it? If all of these are Judaism, 
why quarrel about the adjective ? 

To those who pretend to have given the subject any thought at all, 
the essence of Judaism appears to lie in the belief in the Unity of God.

LXVIL—BARMITZVAH REALITIES. 
My Dear Cousin, 


The other day I met a friend who informed me, among other things, 
that his son was to be Barmitzvah in a couple of weeks’ time. He went 
on to tell me that he had found an excellent teacher for the boy, and that 
all day long he heard the constant trilling of the chants which the boy 
was learning by heart. With great pride he added that as both his father 
and he himself had read the whole of the Portion, he was determined 
that his son should do no less. On my asking him whether the boy would 
read the Haphtarah, he replied that he had not yet made up his mind. 
As the boy found it somewhat difficult to memorise, the preparation for 
the Sedrah was taking a considerable time. To read the Haphtarah was 


not of vital importance ; nevertheless, if it could be managed, it should 
be done. 


I asked my friend whether the boy realised the meaning of the 
céremony, whether he was acquainted with its spiritual content. The 
reply was that the boy did not know very much. He could read Hebrew 
and knew something, more or Jess vague, of the Jewish religion; he had 
been taught a number of Bible stories; and—he would go on learning 
even after his Barmitzvah. I confess that I was astonished to hear this, 
and I pointed out to the father how stupid it was to let the boy go 
through his paces like a performing monkey, to learn parrot-like a portion 


of the Torah without necessarily understanding it, and then to pretend 
that he was being Barmitzvah. 


Jam very much afraid that more and more this ceremony, which is 
capable of being given so marvellous a spiritual significance, is 


degenerating into empty formalism, and is therefore of no value to God or 


man. The wonder to me is that the ceremony still appeals. Unquestion- 
ably it does appeal. Even the most careless Jews like to have their boys 
Barmitzvah. Perhaps it is the force of tradition. The father, the grand- 
father, the great-grindfather were Barmitzvah. Perhaps it is because 
the ceremony is regarded as a sort of formal admission into the brother- 
hood of Israel, or because it offers an opportunity for conviviality—eating 
well and drinking much and making special presents, though it is fondly 
to be hoped that such vulgarity in connection with the Barmitzvah as 
that which a contributor to the JEWISH CHRONICLE so forcibly 
satirised last week is a rare occurrence. In any event the ceremony 
does appeal; and so it remains, an empty shell, an institution without 
life or meaning or common-sense, a monument to the puny intellectuality 
of the Anglo-Jewish community. 


Are we to let this continue? Can nothing be done to check an evil 
which has evil consequences? Critics of the Community assert that we 
delight in shams and humbugs. Is it not a sham anda humbug that 
though the United Synagogue is an orthodox institution, those who guide 
its destinies, those who stand at the head of its affairs, pay little heed 
to orthodox practice Is it not a sham and a humbug that our ministers 
are only, as it were, half-cooked rabbis or merely glorified social workers ? 
And is it not a sham anda humbug that as a community we do nothing 
to make the most of the Barmitzvah ceremony? 

I suggest that much could be done to ensure that every boy who is 

Barmitzvah should know the elements of Judaism, and so really qualify 
as a Bar-Mitzvah. No university will enrol a student unless he 
matriculates, unless, that is to say, he satisfies the university authorities 
that he has attained to a standard of knowledge which is regarded as 
‘fundamental. The university issues a programme or syllabus for 
matriculation, and examines every prospective candidate to satisfy itself 
that he come up to the required standard. I suggest that we as a com- 
munity should do exactly the same as the university. I suggest that 
no boy should be permitted to be called up as a Barmitzvah unless 
the authorities are satisfied that he is qualified for the distinction; 
and that the Council of the United Synagogue direct the ecclesiastical 
authorities to issue a syllabus of requirements for Barmitzvah and to set 
up a board of examiners, whose duty it should be to satisfy themselves 
that every candidate had mastered the syllabus. The ecclesiastical 
authorities, or perhaps better still, the Chief Rabbi personally, should 
then issue a certificate to the candidate, and unless every candidate for 
Barmitzvah can produce this certificate to the wardens of his synagogue, 
it should be impossible for him to be called to the Torah. I feel confident 
that if this practice were resorted to, healthy competition to reach a high 
standard would be generated, and mothers and fathers (but especially 
mothers) would take a particular pride in informing their friends that 
their David or Moses or Ezekiel had obtained a first-class, or even 
honours, in the Barmitzvah examination. 3 

What about the syllabus? I suggest that it should be made up of 
four parte. The first should relate to what I may term the Jewish 
Religion. Under this head every candidate should be expected to know 
the elements of Judaism, Jewish practice and ceremonies, the worship of 
the synagogue, the meaning of the festivals, and the laws relating 
both to festivats and Sabbaths, the Jewish attitude to life, and in particu- 
lar to business and to citizenship. Needless to add, every candidate 
would also have to know the sources of the Jewish religion, 
that is to say, he woul! have to know something of the Talmud, 
what it is and what is its importance, and also of the Codes and their 
writers. The second section should include the Bible. Here I would 
expect every Barmitzvah candidate to know all the Books of the Bible, 

to be acquainted with the outlines of the historical portions until the 
period of Ezra, and to have made a special study of either one of the 
major prophets, or all the minor prophets, or the Book of Psalms, or the 
Book of Job, or the Book of Proverbs, or the five Megillot, The third 
section. would deal with Jewish history. I should expect every candidate 
to have a fair knowledge of the main outlines of Jewish history, and to 
know in particular the lives of the great Jews who have played a part in 
that history. Last, but by no means feast, the fourth division would be 


— 


Hebrew. Every candidate would be required to read and translate the 
Pentateuch, and also to have studied in the original that portion of the 
Bible in which he has specialised under the second section. He should 
also know the elements of Hebrew grammar, and be able te compose 
simple Hebrew sentences. 

I venture to think that my programme is not beyond the capacity of 
an ordinary boy of thirteen who has been properly taught. The only 
difficulty at present might be the paucity of text-books. But if we look 
into it, we shall find that for Religion there is the late Dr. Friedlinder’s 
text-book, or the Rev. Morris Joseph's. The boy who had carefully 


studied either of these books would be amply qualified for this part of the 


examination. For Bible there is the best text-book in the world, namely, 
the Bible itself. I would have none of your Bible histories, manuals, 
or summaries; I would have the boy read the Bible itself in all its glory. 
Under the third heading I admit we come across a difficulty. There is 
no suitable text-book at present giving a survey of Jewish history in 
English. I have reason to believe, however, that before very long such a 
text-book may be available ; it will be up-to-date, written in the light of 
modern scholarship, and likely to be appreciated by growing boys and 
girls. In the meantime we should have to rely on the teachers them 
selves, and on some such compendiams as Lady Magaus’s “ Outlines,” or 
the translation of Dr. Cassel's little volume. I am afraid, however, that 
both are out of print. Even so, they are a little old-fashioned, and 
the first is nothing more than mere outlines, good though they are. For 
Hebrew there isa sufficiency both of grammars and texts and transla- 
tions, and I should think that this part of the syllabus is most amply 
provided for. 

I am convinced that such a course as I am here suggesting is right. 


Tam convinced that it would give reality to the ceremony of Barmitzvah; 


that it would raise the intellectual level in regard to Jewish matters 
throughout the whole of the community; and that it would be extremely 
valuable to standardise the religious education of all Barmitzvah boys. 
Such a policy would be so right that if only the authorities adopted it, the 
public would gladly follow the lead. I cannot see what objection could 
be raised to it. Average boys with a little teaching would easily come up 
to the standard; clever boys could surpass it at their will. The United 
Synagogue here has an opportunity for sound leadership which should 
redound to its credit for generations to come. It has been said that the 
United Synagogue is only a business concern. Let it rise to the occasion 
and prove that this accusation is groundiess. But if the United Syna- 
gogue will not do anything in the matter, I appeal to the Chief Rabbi; 
I appeal to the ecclesiastical authorities; I appeal to public opinion. 
Something must be done to make the Barmitzvah a reality. If neither 
the United Synagogue nor the ecclesiastical authorities will do anything, 
let us hope that tho War Meniorial, or at any rate, its omnibus education 
committee, will take up this vital problem. Oar children are being 
deprived of their birthright. It ts an essential duty for us to restore it to 
them, and I suggest that the way this can be done is to adopt the plan 1 
have put forward. 

There is only one criticism that I can conceive of. It will be said, 
what of the girls? My answer to that is, begin with the boys, and you 
will find inevitably that the girls will follow suit. Institute a Barmitzvah 
examination for boys of the kind I have indicated, and I am convinced 
that girls will pass it too. Girls vie with their brothers in passing all 
manner of school examinations. Why should they not do the same in 
passing a standard examination organised by the community, which 
would testify to the fact that one has an intelligent knowledge of the 
principles of one's Faith and of the history of one’s People? 

Something must be done, and I commend my proposal to you, not 
merely for consideration but for propagation. Do, please, talk about it 
to all your friends; get your minister's opinion upon it; let him put ion 
the agenda of the next meeting of the Committee of Ministers; let the 


Union of Religion Clases mike it a theme for a conference ; let us all talk 


about it, and let us do something!

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
MR. S. COHEN, 


(Secretary of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women.) 
A MONG the many appeals now before the Community none 


is more deserving of public sympathy and a generous 
response than that of the Jewish Association for the 
Protection of Girls and Women. The Association's exist- 
ence is at once disquieting and reassuring. Its necessity shows the 
presence of a moral canker in Jewry, and yet its activity demon- 
strates that a noble band of men 
and women are engaged in remedial 
measures, the efliciency of which has 
earned widespread encomiums. The 
Association has been fortunate in 
those who have been engaged in 
its varied labours. Lady Rothschild, 
Lady Battersea, Mr. Claude G. Monte- 
fore, and Mr, Arthur R. Moro are the 
present honorary officers, while the 
name of the late Rev. S. Singer inevit- 
ably recurs whenever the past history 
of the Association's endeavours is 
recalled, For over seventeen years 
the Association has been fortunate in 
having a Secretary, in the person of 
Mr. S. Cohen, who possesses an un- 
rivalled knowledge of social condi- 
tions, and combines the qualities of 
“Sherlock Holmes with the patience 
of a Job in unravelling ihe problems that daily present 
themselves for solution. To a representative of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, Mr. Cohen, in the course of an interview, has described 
the work of the Association and the conditions with which it is at 
present confronted. 
A WONDERFUL RECORD. 

“The present appeal of the Association,” Mr. Cohen stated, “has so 
far resulted in only about one-third of the amount required being 
obtained. I do not think the community fully realises the extraordinary 
scope of the Association's work, and a few statistics may enlighten your 
readers as to what has been done during the past three years. No less 
than ten thousand interviews took place at the office of the Association; 
17,456 visits were paid to girls needing advice, guidance, and friend- 
ship; the Association dealt with 390 enquiries as to the well-being 
and surroundings of girls; investigated 295 cases of girls or 
young women missing from home; 236 cases of girls who 
were ruined; 347 ca es of desertion and of our young married 
women's wrongs; 118 cases concerning young children alleged to be in 
undesirable or dangerous surroundings; 128 cases concerning people or 
houses suspected of being connected with commercialised vice! 397 
attendances were made at Police Courts to assist girls and women with 
their cases or to give evidence ; and 33 cases of successful prosecution in 
the Police Courts were conducted. Two hundred and seventy visits were 
paid to Jewesses in female prisons; and 68 cases of girls in transit were 
cared for. Several hundred girls were looked after in the institutions 
under the @yis of the Association, and many other activities too numerous 
to mention were carried on.” 

EFFECTS OF THE WAR. 

What have been the effects of the War on the Association's work? 
our representative asked. 

The war has had the effect of considerably increasing our work, as 
far as general enquiries are concerned with regard to immorality amongst 
young girls, Police Court cases, and the tracing of missing relatives. The 
war undoubtedly had the effect of unsettling the moral stability of young 
people, who were given a great deal too much freedom owing to the 
relaxation of parental control. The fathers were away on service, and 
the mothers were very largely engaged on munition work, which 
prevented them from giving attention to their children, who had plenty of 
money in their pockets and sought pleasures which had a deleterious 
effect upon them.” 


CON DITIONS IN EASTERN EUROPE. 

“The conditions in Eastern Europe,” said Mr. Cohen, have reacted 
on the work of the Association in various ways. The ordinary immigra- 
tion traffic had stopped, but at the same time we have had many 
difficulties in regard to those cases that have been allowed to come into 
the country. There were many young women whose parents were 
already here and who escaped from the horrors of Eastern Europe by 
roundabout routes, in the endeavour to rejoin their families. Very often 
they arrived without proper papers; in some cases we persuaded tho 
authorities to allow them to remain, but in others they were sent back and 
we had to pass them on to our corresponding committees in the countries 
which they would be required to traverse, and ensure their being properly 
lookedafter, The trausmigrant and immigrant work is commencing again, 
and when the passport and traffic regulations are relaxed we shall be 
faced with a terrible amount of trouble owing to the large number 
of women and girls who will scek to escape from Eastern Europe, and 
who are likely to be exposed to many dangers en route. Our Warsaw and 
Lodz Committees report that the prevalent distress has resulted in a 
great increase in their work. In this connection, I may say, however, 
that 1 do not think economic conditions are thé solg cause of 
young girls going wrong. I think the cause is also due to lack of

parental control, the desire for pleasure and fine clothing, and some 
disinclination to work. We keep closely in touch with large numbers of 
respectable girls, and it is wonderful to see how they are bearing up under 
present conditions.” 

GIRLS’ CLUBS. 

„1 think the Jewish girls’ clubs are a very beneficial innnence- 
Unfortunately, there are not sufficient of them, and they must be 
made attractive enough for the girls to join. If there were moro 
mixed clubs, where young men and women were to come together, 
it would obviate the desire to seek pleasures om the streets. 

‘Many cases have come under our notice where young girls have 
gone into the West End on pleasure-bent, and have sometimes been 
placed in very ‘difficult positions by contact with people of bad 
character. As a result there have been numerous cases of young 
girls of quite respectable origin being charged before the magistrates with 
insulting behaviour, and it has only been through the influence of the 
Association that these girls have been dealt with lightly, and have either 
had their cases dismissed or been placed on probation with the Associa- 
tion. In most cases they have answered remarkably well to the super- 
vision given them. The Association dealt with ninct y-four probation 
cases in the course of the last three years.” ä 9 


PRAISE FROM THE BENCH. 
„All the Metropolitan police magistrates recognise the value of the 
Association's work, and our assistance is almost invariably invoked. 
ever a Jewish girl is charged. Iu most cases the accused is remanded 


until an officer of the Association can attend or make cnquirics.. 


Magistrates have more than once publicly expressed their appreciation 
of the Association's assistance, and written tributes by Sir John Dickinson 
(late Chief Magistrate), and Mr. Clarke- Hall, Magistrate of the Old Strect 
Police Court, are being used to support our present appeal. The police 
also frequently invoke our assistance and heartily co-operate with us in 
our work.” 

MENTAL DEFECTIVES. 

“One branch of our work which gives us a good deal of anxiety 
is that of caring for mentally defective Jewish girls who, owing to their 
condition, are exposed to special dangers. On behalf of the London 
Association for the Mentally Defective we are supervising about 110 girls, 
who are either imbeciles, idiots or otherwise mentally deficient, and we 
endeavour so far as possible to bring about an improvement in their 
condition, to secure their admission into suitable institutions, or if possibile 
to find them employment. 
mentally defective girls. This matter has been exercising the minds of 
the Association for many years past, but owing to the great expense that 
would be incurred and the lack of funds no such home can be thought of 
at present.” 

INTERNATIONAL WORK, 


Passing to the international side of the Association's work, Mr. Cohen 
said: “The Treaty of Versailles contained a clause giving power to tho 
League of Nations to deal with the question of the White Slave Trafic. 
At the last meeting of the Assembly in Geneva, a series of resolutions on 
the matter was drafted with a view to this important machinery being 
set into operation. In view of the fact that the Association has been 
engaged in this work for the past thirty-five years, communication has 
been opened up with the Secretariat of the League in the hope that the 

. work of the Association in this matter may be recognised. In this inter- 
national work Mr. A. R. Moro and Mr. C. G. Montefiore have taken a 
leading part. Both are members of the National Committee for the sup- 
pression of the White Slave Traffic. Mr. Moro has devoted much of his 
life to the work of the Association, and his labours have been invaluable.” 


INFLUENCE IN THE EAST END. 


“T should not like to conclude my remarks without referring to the 
wonderful influence which the Association exercises in the East End. 
People voluntarily come to us to ask for guidance and advice on all manner 
of questions, and we are brought into touch with all phases of social and 
industrial conditions. At one moment we may be called upon to inter- 


view an employer in reference to a grievance of a girl employé; at 


another moment we may be trying to unravel some complicated 
and often pathetic domestic tangle. Although the Association is not a 
“relief society, it often happens in connectiou with its visiting and super- 
vision work that it becomes absolutely necessary to give relief where 
such is not available from other sources, and money and clothing have 
to be begged for on behalf of necessitous girls. In view of the large 
amount of work in the provinces which we are called upon to perform, it 
is regrettable that so little assistance comes to us from provincial com- 
munities. We suffer all round through inability to give full publicity to 
our operations becaus3 of the confidential nature of the work, but I trust 
that this interview may be the means of enlightening Anglo-Jewry as to the 
full scope ot our work. I could say a very great deal about the work of our 
various branches—the rescue home, the girls’ industrial school, the 
home for unmarried mothers, the hostel for working girls, and the 
domestic training home if your space would permit. These 
institutions are a link in a most valuable and important chain of 
protective and preventive measures, but I grieve to say that my Com- 
mittee are already considering which of these must be sacrificed unless 


the Community comes immediately to our aid. It is unthinkable that we 
shall be obliged to close any of them.”

THE SANCTIFICATION OF THE SABBATH--II. 


“ Verily ye shail he ép my Sabbatha, for it is a sign beticeen me and you throughout 


your generations ; that ye may know that I am the Lord which sanctify “ — 


The text points to the highly significant fact that the Sabbath is not 
merely a day of rost from physical labour. It is given us in order that 
we may come to learn, and through that very rest attain to the higher 
knowledge, that God has sanctified us to His service. Not the rest but the 
consecration is the ultimate purpose of the Jewish Sabbath. But this 
higher purpose was not communicated to Israel from the outset. The 
Israelite, standing at the foot of Sinai, and so recently released from 
a degrading bondage, was unable to appreciate all the higher benefits of 
the Sabbath. At best he could only envisage it as a day of physical 
rost, a day on which he would bo free from arduous toil. In 
Egypt one day had been like another; on no single day of the week 
could he enjoy surcease from labour. And though he must even now 
continue to labour for his livelihood, one day would be set apart on which 
he would be free as his employer to rest, and the beast by whose side he 
toiled would be free also, It was @ mere materia] rest that was contem- 
plated; only gradually would the mind of the people be educated to 
appreciate its spiritual sido. There is a remarkable passage in the Talmud 
(Sabbath 16, b) bearing upon the subject which can only be interpreted in 
this sense; When anyone presents something to another, he must make 
the thing known to him, for it is said in the text, that ye may /:now that 
lam the Lord.)“ God said to Moses, I have lying hidden in My treasure- 
house a precious thing called the Sabbath: I will give it to Israel; go 
therefore and make the fact known tothem. But how are we to understand 

tho fact that when Moses’ face shove he did not know it? Ought he not 
to have been apprised? The answer is, Not necessarily. because the illumi- 
nation of Moses’ countenance was known to others. But then, surely the 
SABBATH WAS ALREADY KNOWN 

about; it bad been communicated to Israel at Sinai, it was known cven 
before, in connection with the fall of the manna; at Sinai they were 
ordered to remember what they had already becn taught at Marah 
(Exodus xv., 25)? Yes, isthe reply, the Sabbath itself was well known, 
but not the reward thereof. It is a difficult passage, but capable of a 
very simple explanation in the light of what has already been written. 
The commandment of the Sabbath was no new commandment, even at 
Sinai. Hence the form which it takes— Remember the Sabbath Day.” 
But it was communicated to them originally as a mere material com- 
mandment, in terms suited to their material intelligence ; its spiritual 
sense still lay hidden in God's treasure-house, whence it was subsequently 
to be brought forth for Israel's benefit. This full appreciation of the 
spiritual aspect of Sabbath rest is the highest reward of Sabbath observ- 
ance. And this aspect of the Sabbath is revealed to the Israelites 
in the text, at a later stage of their developement, when they 
are more competent to understand that it is “a sign between God 
and Israel,” and that thereby God has sanctified them to His 
service. At length Israel knows what the Sabbath truly means, and how, 
like a sign or signal, it helps to bring God and Israel near to one another. 
In the previous discourse we referred to the utterances of Isaiah, in 
chapter 38, which draw out tho full spiritual implication of Sabbath rest. 
It is to be called adelight; it is to be sanctified to God and kept in His 
honour; and it is to be honoured by not doing our own ways, not finding 
our own pleasure, and not speaking our own words—a comprebensive 
summary of Sabbath observance. The first of these three phrases 
excludes all toilsome labour, physical and mental; the second, the 
pursuit of material interests not involving any particular fatigue; the 
third, all kinds of secular matters which cannot be harmonised with the 

Sacred character of the day. In the next verse, Isaiah portrays 

THE BLESSINGS THAT ATTEND 

on Sabbath observance: Then shalt thou delight in the Lord, and 1 will 
make thee to ride on the high places of the earth, I will feed thee with 
the heritage of Jacob thy father.” This threefold reward corresponds in 
a measure to the threefold manner of honouring the Sabbath. The 
Israelite is bidden on the Sabbath to put himself above the things of 
everyday life, and God will reward him by exalting him to great heights. 
For the pleasures he sacrifices God will give him greater joys. He who has 
called the Sabbath a delight will be rewarded by finding his delight in the 
Lord. As the Talmud expresses it Shabbath 118a), ‘He who celebrates the 
Sabbath in a cheerful spirit will find all his wishes realised, for he delights 
in the Lord who will fulfill all the wishes of his heart, who will lift him 
above every need and earthly want.” “I will cause thee to ride above 
the high places of the earth.” The earthly heights signify the chief 
objects of earthly desire—riches, honours, domestic happiness, physical 
well-being. But they signify something else—the enemies of Israel 
who raise themselves like proud peaks to obstruct Israel's way. 
The solemnisation of the Sabbath will enable Israel to overcome 
such obstructions. Not by violent means, but in a friendly and 
peaceable manner which will accord with the spirit of the Sabbath rest. 
The Sabbath inspires Israel with an inner spiritual strength that will 
enable him to rise superior to oppression and violence. In the words of 
the Talmud, already referred to, it rescues him from MVY370 ‘Wavv.” The 
individual Israelite is relieved from sordid cares, and Isracl as a people 
feels the load of his oppression lightened by the joyous celebration of tho 
Sabbath. Heine's Prinzessin Sabbath“ is a beautiful embodiment of 
this very truth. And yet a third reward: “I will give thee to cat of the 
inheritance of thy father Jacob.” The “inheritance of Jacob” signifies a 
royal kingdom whose boundaries stretch far and wide; a meet reward for 
those who have extended the empire of the Sabbath over their own Yves, 
and celebrate it with a solemnity that no act, or thought, or word will 
dare to profane, 8

SEMITES AND ANTI-SEMITES. 


MR. ZANGWILL REVIEWS HIS REVIEWERS. 


The mes Literary Supplement of January 27th, published the follow 
ing letter from Mr. Zangwill :— 

I would not ask for space to reply to your resent review of my 
book “The Voice of Jerusalem,” were it a literary review. But it is 
purely a political discussion. And iu so far as it analyses the psychology 
ofanti-Se.nitism an admirable one. It is only when your reviewer seeks 
philosophic justification for mankind's instinctive malice and stupidity 
that he goes, in my opinion, astray. Even before Freud one knew that 
man’s intelligence, ashamed of his lower or alogical impulses, seeks 
respectable groundsfor them. Reason, however, is sorely exercised to 
discover intellectua! pretexts for anti-Semitism. The word itself—a 
Teutonic trouvaillc—was one of the hardiest of thesc attempts at explana- 
tion. And your reviewer repeats that Jews are Semitesand Asiatics, and 
therefore “incompatible” with Europeans and Aryans. 

A Mendelian expert, De. Redcliffe Sulam in, in his presidential 
address to the Jewish Historical Society, has just asserted that Jews are 
only twenty-five per cent. Semitic, and it is certain that ninety per cent. 
of the Jews have lived in Europe for at least a thousand years, while, 
even if we igabdre the Biblica! teaching that Asia was the birthplace of all 
mankind and all religion, anthropologists derive the Aryans from that 
continent equally with the Semites. But it is futile to discuss the causes 
of in incompatibility which doas not exist. The simplest observation 
will show that Jews and Aryans intermarry and interfuse so enthusiasti- 
ly as to threaten sometimes the physical absorption of the Jew, some 
times the spiritual absorption of the Earopean. Think, for eximple, of 
the legions of Jews assimilated by Spun both before and after 1500. 
Think of the effect of the Bible upon the Scotch or Saxon mentality. 
Incompatibility forsooth! Of the three celebrated contemporary anti 
Semites whom your reviewer cites, M. Clemenceiu Sported a Jewish 
secretary at the Peace Conference and Messrs. Belloc and Chesterton are 
always boasting of the number of their Jewish friends. * 

Writing in Switzerland, where even Germans and Freuchmen ive ina 
common patriotism, I do not find it so hard as Mr. Belloc, the ¢X-French. 
man, to conceive of a multi-racial nationalism, and I remember that to his 
fellow-Catholic, Lord Acton, this seemed the highest form of nationalism. 
Your reviewer misses from my book any enthusiasm “for any of the 
c.uses for which England and the entente were fighting.” Why, there is 
scarcely anything else in my book! Itis not my fault if my country, by 
abandoning the causes on whose behalf I originally issued an appeal for 
Jewish volanteers, has left mein an “aloofness” which recalls to your 
reviewer Goldwin Smith's query whether Jews can be patriots. It is 
strange that my patriotism should be impugned because 1 hoid to that 
gospel of “Peace on earth aud good-will to all men” which my 
country’s Church has jast been proclaiming. The Goldwin Smith 
contention, like your reviewer's, is that the Jew “is animated by a herd 
instinct which affiliates him to another herd, international and widely 
distributed.” But in my case my only rival allegiance is to an ideal of 
civilisation whose claim transcends both Eagland's and Israel s. Henco 
it is I find myself alined politically not with my Zionist friends but with 
such old Geutile friends as Arthur Ponsonby and Bertrand Russell, men 
whose essential Englishry—the one began life as a page to Queen 
Victoria, the other is grandson to an English Prime Minister —makes a 
Goldwin Smith explanation of my “ aloofness” peculiarly grotesque. 

Your reviewer indeed asserts that “the whole of Mr. Zingwill’s 
political outlook is dominated by the problem of Zionism.” Well, let us 
see. At a dubious moment of the war Mr. Balfour promised Palestine 
to the Jews iu the event of a British victory. The whole of the period 
that intervened between that declaration and the victory I was crying 
“Stop the war!” For I felt that Germany was sufficiently checked and 
no British victory would be worth the loss that would accrue—and even 
to Britain from the impending collapse of Europe. Obviously, on your 
reviewer's hypothesis, [ ought to have egged on England and let Europe 
go to the devil, if only the Jews could get their bit of Asia. Equally 
unjast is it to accuse me of “ Prassianism because I point out that “the 
Jowish national home” is a mirage, if Arabs and English are to rem iin in 
possession of Palestine. 


Under the caption of “Problems of Zionism,” the following letter 
from Mr. Zangwill appeared in the last issue of the Spectator :— 
Grateful as Iam for the consideration giveh to my views in 
various pages of your issue of January 15th, I trust you will allow me to 
correct your exposition of the problems of Zionism. It is unhistorical to 
iy that “the Britisn Government, confronted with the physical possession 
of Palestine,” had the happy—or unhappy —idea of offering it tothe Jews. 
That offer was made at a dubious moment of the world-war and long 
before England came int) possession; it giined her a great accession of 
sympathy, especially from American Jewry, and General Allenby was 
the first to admit how much his conquest owel to the services and 
sacrifices of Palestinian Jews. You now avow that the promise of a 
“ Jewish National Home” ia Palestine is not to be, cannot bo, carried out, 
and that “the British Government, without meaning it, are taking in tho 
Jews throughout the world.” Yet my demand for the fulfilment of the 
contract you call “Shylockian” ! 
Permit me to say that had you studied my article on “Shylock in 
the volume under review you would not have misunderstood me so 
utterly. If I ask for the pound of flesh, it is because nothing under—not 
even by the waight of a hair—can avail to solve the Jewish problem. 
And if your quibbling Portias deny me justice, | throw you back your bond 
and stalk from the Court. Let the Arabs keep their ruined and mis- 
managed soil. Let their absentee landlords in Cairo flud other fools to 
fatten it for them! There is scant point in going from the fire into 
the frying-pan. The more homogeneous a nation is the safer and 
sounder it is,“ you say. Au excellent stick to keep Jews out with! 
But to apply the principle to Palestine--ah, that would create a 
Ghetto! As if some racial predominance does not characterise every 
country! But it is untrue that I say to the Arabs: “This is our 
land. Get out.” What I say is: “You have other and vaster lands— 
a new Arab State even—where you cin live self-governed, free from 
our competition. Why not trek to them, we compensating you? Thero 
are only 10,000 square miles; we have to accommodate millions. With 
600,000 of you in possession, what Jewish national atmosphere could bo 
gvolved? 10,000 of you would be a sufficient alloy to check Jewish 

narrownéss. Besides, we shall only ba accusel—and perhaps justly —of 
Give usa chance of earning Palestine by the 
sweat of our ownbrows!” Even did I destretofree this meagre territory 
of Avabs by eviction, to characterise that—after a war aud a blockade 
that have killed off twenty million people, and incidentally added millions 
of square miles to the British Empire—as “an act of unspeakable wicked- 
ness, is simply grotesque. But the day for such rational com ulsion has 
probably passed: for want of seriousness equally in the Government, the 
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Zionists, and the League of Nations, the psychological moment has been 
let slip. For my idea belongs not—as my critics pretend—to Prussianism 
but to Wilsonism. The transplantation to the Hedjaz of the primitive 
and loosely-rooted folk of Palestine is only one of the many gradnal 
measures of race-redistribution, which a genuine League of Nations, 
genuinely repartitioning the world on the principle of nationalities,” 
would have found itself compelled to undertake, wherever a country was 
in au Ulsterated” condition. 

But, you urge, even with the Arabs remaining in Palestine, I demand 
“ minority rule.” Only because the transformation of the minority into 
the majority is the very idea of the settlement, under the minimum 
interpretation of the promise. Why should not the Arabs accept it by 
intelligent anticipation’ Sach agrasping of the nettle would both allay 
the useless Arab untest and evoke immeasurably greater sacrifices from 


Jewry, and why it would be more “ Prussian” for Sir Herbert Samuel to 


represent the Jewish Colonial Trust than Vowning Street I fail to under- 
stand, more particularly as they are both British institutions. (The 
establishment, by the way, of the Zionist institutions in England serves 
to refute your notion that England was unpopular in Continental Jewry. 
So long as England was a land of freedom, it was universally beloved.) 
But even without “minority rule” and with the Arabs in predominant 


occupation, has Eagland done her utmost to redeem her “scrapof paper 


‘The terms of the “ Mandate” are suspiciously undisclosed, but her occupa- 
tion of Palestine does not obviously differ from the French occupation of 
Syria, which General Gouraud hasexplained socandidly. The Zionists have 
not even been granted the Crown Lands, such as immigrants to Brazil or 
Canada receive. Iam told Palestine will actually be saddled with part of the 
Turkish war indemnity! You say that the Jews who are opposed to the 
Palestine “Ghetto” desire to be absorbed. Alas! such logic is beyond 
human nature. The hero of The Melting Pot” Wésired to melt into America, 
but his views aroused an outcry. All the same the Jews do melt into 
every country, and that the process is not proceeding more rapidly is due 


to the Chestertons and the Bellocs, assisted by the pogroms whose ragings | 


at this very moment make your contention that Christendom is not called 
upon to atone for past guilt a hideous mockery. Finally you suggest in 


me a double allegiance.” I have only one allegiance—to my own 
conscience. 


Under the same heading the following letter was also published in

A Concordance to Mishna and Talmud: 


An Appeal. | 
From Dr. C. DUSCHINSKY, 257, Goldhurst Terrace, West 
Hampstead, N.W.6, 
[To THE EDITOR.) 


Sir,—A work of utmost importance to students of Jewish literature 
is in preparation by Rabbi H. J. Kasovsky of Jerusalem. Already one 
hundred years ago the celebrated pathfinder of modern Jewish scholar- 
ship, Dr. Leopold Zunz, regarded a concordance to the Talmud (dictionary 
of phrases) to be one of the most necessary works which should be 
prepared. It would enable students and scholars to use that unique 
monument of our tradition with efficiency, both for linguistic and histor- 
ical exploitation of the treasures it contains. It is well known how useful 
Buxtort's Bible Concordance has proved to students of the Bible. That 
work has been reprinted over and over again, and is now to be 
found in practically every library; but, while the Bible consists 
of only twenty-four books written mostly in pure Hebrew, the 
Talmud is composed of sixty books originating from a period 
covering some seven hundred years (150 B.C.E. to 550 C. E.). This has 
caused a great variation in the language of the different component parts 
and, for the purpose of compiling a Talmud Concordance, not only 
versatility in that vast literature was necessary but also a thorough 
knowledge of the Hebrew and Aramaic grammar. For a whole century 
no man of such attainments found the courage to undertake this 
gigantic task, until Rabbi Hajjim Joshua Kasovsky came and successfully 
made a beginning, amidst the thunder of the guns, amidst untold 
privations aud misery caused by the great war. 

Inu a narrow little street of the Holy City Jerusalem, in a house 
known as No. 61 of the Jacobsohn Foundation, lives this remarkable man, 
“Two rooms are his castle,“ writes Rabbi Jonathan Horovicz of 
Jerusalem, “the one serves as kitchen, dining and bedroom, the other as 
study and nursery combined.” A table, twochairs, and some book-shelves 
form the equipment of this latter room. Rabbi Kasovsky's British 
Museun “ books and folios are lying about everywhere, and a number of 
small cl. dren uuberutfen“ play about with them aud the valuable notes, 
but this does not disturb their father and the concordance to the Mishna 
progresses steadily. One volume appeared soon after the author had 
been rescued from the Turkish authorities, who enlisted him in a labour 
battalion where he had to hew stones, The publication was made possible 
by the help of the Society Pekidim and Amarcalim for the Holy Land in 
Amsterdam, whch not only paid for the printing, but enabled the author 
to live. That society which, by the way, is the oldest European Society 
for the support of the Holy Land, was founded in 1820 when a branch of it 
was also established in London and America. In London the Committee 
consisted of Sir Moses Montefiore, J. Guedalla, and H. Bensusan, under 
the guidance of Chief Rabbi Solomon Hirschel. This Society supports 
a number of scholars and not less than four Sephardi schools in Palestine, 
but finds itself in great difficulty now that, owing to the depreciation of 
the continental currencies, support from Russia, Poland, and other 
countries is practically valueless. One of the sufferers in consequence is 
Rabbi Kasovsky. 

I fully appreciate the difficult position in which our charitably disposed 
brethren find themselves at the present time, when appeals are coming 
to them daily from within and without our community, but we must not 
forget that 973 3325 THN en. The study of the Torah must for the 
Jews, wh» look into the future, stand above all. It was the study 
of the Law that saved Judaism unto this day, and this will con- 
tinue to be so. Where the knowledge of our tradition and of our holy 
literature dies out, Judaism itself is moribund. Those who do not 
themselves study can do their duty by supporting Jewish scholars and 
scholarship, like Zebulun, hd by the support of his brother Issachar, 
gained merit. Let us not forget that WH ma) on 
bread alone cau man live, charity for the poor alone will not suffice, if 
we are desirous of saving Judaism. The Concordance of the Mishna and 
Talmud will ultimately be a help and stimulate the study of the Law, 
and, I am sure, once the complete work has been published it will be 
reprinted over and over again like the Bible Concordance. It is our duty 
in this country to help to achieve this end. Sir Herbert Samuel, the 
High Commissioner for Palestine, has consented to become Honorary 
President of the Publication Committee, and has written the following 
letter to the Chairman:

Sin, — We crave a little space in your valuable journal on behalf of 
sf one of the ol est charities—the Soup Kitchen for the Jewish Poor. 

While fully realising that there are more calls on the community than 
there have been for years past, we still feel it our duty to remind them of 
the terrible distress in the East End, which is largely accentuated by 


unemployment, and of the conseqnent great call made on the resources of 
the above charity. 


It is pitiful to sce nightly the endless stream of our poor coreligionists 
who come to obtain soup and bread which they take home to their 
starving families, but what is equally tragic is to see the queues of men 
of all ages—some discharged soldiers—who, being without family, come 
from all parts of London to take their turn to consume at the Kitchen a 
sufficient quantity of nourishing soup and bread to satisfy their hunger. 

Last year the Committee made no Appeal, as the distress was far 
less than it had ever been in the history of the Institution, but this year, 
unfortunately, the distress is greater than it has been for years past, and 
we feel that the Jewish Public have only to know this for them to loosen 


their purse strings and send donations to help this so well deserving and 
necessary a Charity.

Union of Jewish Women. . 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


The seventeenth annual report of the Union of Jewish Women make® 
very satisfactory reading. Increasing activity is reported from its various 
departments, social, ed ucational,and philanthropic. Twenty-nine societies 
are now affiliated to the Union, and nine new correspondents have been 
secured in various colonial and foreign centres. At the annual general 
meeting held in February last an appeal was made on behalf of the Galician 
war orphans, which resulted in the sum of £1,900 being collected. The 
council meeting on May 3lst resulted in the initiation of the Women’s 
Million Shilling Fund, of which satisfactory progress is reported. The 
Union continued its campaign in favour of votes for women seatbolders 
in the United Synagogue. Outof eighteen constituent synagogues, sixteen 
have voted in favour of it, and it is hoped that the labours of the special 
Committee now considering the United Synagogue Scheme and Act will 
result in this reform being effected. An important department of the 
Union’s activity is devoted to the Necessitous Ladies’ Fund. The Union acts 
as almoner on behalf of many private donorsinthe payment of allowances 
and in the distribution of sums devoted to the help of the Union's protegées 
when in bad health or past work. 

The Union, during the past year, had forty-five girls in training for 
various occupations, and issued loans for this purpose, to the amount of 
£222. It is most gratifying to report that during the whole period that 
the Loan Fund has been in existence, namely fourteen years, only three 
bad debts, amounting to £20, have been incurred. Though the suggestion 
to found a Jewish house for giris at public schools did not materialise, it 
has resulted, through an independent cffort, in the establishment of a 
Jewish house at Cambridge. The Executive and Case Committees, who 
are now a. conjoint body, are seriously occupied with the unemployment 
problem. Every endeavour is made to provide suitable employees for all 
applicants. No charge is made until employment is found, when a small 
fee of half-a-crown is payable. , 

The Union, in common with so many other institutions, is feeling the 
financial situation, in spite of the fact that many new members have 
been enrolled and many subscriptions increased. A fruitless search to 
find new premises, the lease of the old having expired, compelled the 
Union to renew the lease at an increased rental and with higher rates. 
The small balance is only due to the fact that an investment had to be 
realised to cover the deficit. The report concludes with a tribute to the 
invaluable assistance given by Miss Halford, Miss Levy, and th» staff

CONGRATULATIONS TO LORD READING. 


The PRESIDENT moved a vote of congratulation to Lord Reading, @ 
Vice-Presideat of the Association, on his appointment as Viceroy of India. 
He said that Lord Reading’s selection to fill one of the highest and most 
responsible positions in the Empire wasa fine testimony to the breadth of 
view of His Majesty's Government and the general public, who with very’ 
few exceptions had welcomed the appointment. He expressed regret 
that Lord Reading felt compelled to resign his office as Vice-President 
during his viceroyalty but hoped that he might find occasion to visit the 
Association's school ih Bombay. 

The vote was carried by acclamation. 


JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE, 


Reports of two meetings of the Joint Foreign Committee were read. 
[The reports have already been published.) 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN asked what steps were being taken to enforce 
the provisions of the minority treaties on those countries whose 
independence had just been recognised by the Supreme Council. 

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that in the case of those States where no 
territorial changes were made it was not deemed necessary to frame 
treaties, and therefore no minority provisions had been proposed to those 
States, and the Supreme Council had declived over a year ago to make 
acceptance of those provisions a condition of their recognition. The mattes 
had, however, been dealt with in another way in connection with member-, 
ship of the League of Nations. It was obviously an anomaly that certain. 
States with whom treaties had been concluded were required to observe 
the provisions of the minority clauses, whereas others were not. Bud. 
when the latter States applied for recognition, though it could not be 
made a condition under the covenant, they were given to understand 
that their application would be prejudiced if they did not subscribe to the 
minority clauses. 

Mr. Josepn COWEN congratulated the Joint Foreign Committee on 
making its proceedings more public. He hoped tbat this would be 
continued and that secret dip omacy would not be practised as in the 
past. He could not see any reason why the Joint Committee shonld be 
anxious to hide its light under a bushel. It depended cn having an 
educated public opinion behind it, and so long as it did not tell the 
public what it wanted to do, it could not have that forco behind it which 
would be of the greatest assistance. The whole policy of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association should be directed in that way. They were going to 
appeal for funds, but few people knew what the Association did, owing 
to the fact that its proceedings, when they became really interesting. 
were kept from the Press. The Association could not get the support of 
the Jewish public until it let them know what it was doing. 


MR. ZANGWILL AT GENEVA. 


Mr. LEONARD STEIN drew attention to the joint letter in regard to 
pogroms, addressed to the Council of the League of Nations by Mr. Wolf. 
Mr. Sokolow, and Mr. Zangwill. He questioned the expediency of Mr. 
Zaugwill having been invited to join in this memorandum. He knew 
that Mr. Zangwill had signed nominally as President of the Jewish 
Territorial Organisation, but latterly be had been sayimg and doing 
things which had attracted extremely unfavourable commen s in the 
English Press, and exposed him toa very great deal of well-deserved 
criticism. They should be carefal not to give credence to the belief that 
Mr. Zangwill was an uthorised spokesman of Anglo-Jewry. That was 
a misunderstanding which it was very desirable to have corrected. Mr. 
Zaugwill represented no one but himself. ' 

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that the Joint Committee had not been con- 
sulted in regard to this memorandum, and any responsibility in regard to. 
it was his own. The memorial in regard to pogroms originated with Mr. 
Sokolow, and they had been careful to give him credit in regard to this. 
very important action. Mr. Sokolow asked him to sign it. He was very 
happy to find a common ground on which he could co-operate, and there- 
fore he signed the document. Mr. Sokolow came to him afterwards and 
told him that Mr. Zangwill was very anxious to sign the document, and 
Mr. Sokolow was very stron$ly in favour of his doing so. He (Mr. Wolf) 
agreed to that course. In the first —— the criticisms of Mr. Zangwilt 
were subsequent to that document. oreover Mr. Zangwill's influence 
at Geneva was very considerable. The personal esteem in which he was 
deservedly held as one of the Jeading English writers was very noticeable, 
nos only among members of the British delegation, but especially among 
the members of the foreign delegations. Balancing one thing with another 
this influence was a help to them. One knew that Mr. Zangwill was au 
impulsive and eccentric person in many ways. But he (Mr. Wolf) recalleé 
in this connection what a certain Prime Minister said when asked why 
he had invited a particular person to enter his Cabinet, that “he would

PRESS DEFENCE COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Barry Conen reported concerning the conference wit 
sentatives of the Deputies and the — of British Jews in * 
the formation of a Joint Press Committee for combating anti-Semitism. 
He stated that two meetings had been held. The first was in December 
under the presidency of Lord Rothschild. The delegates of the Associa- 
tion had submitted the views expressed at the last meeting of the Council. 
They had explained that their funds were collected principally for 
educational purposes, and even if there were a sufficiency they would 
not be available for any other purpose; but ifa case were made out, a 
special fund could be raised for so important a purpose as that under 
consideration. They had also conveyed the views ixpressed that 
it was undesirable to start a general system of press propaganda, 
and spend a lot of money in circularsinthatdirection. He had personally 
expressed the view that the best way of combating such anti-Semitic 
feeling as existed Jay in removing the causes of complaint which were 
occasioned by a certain section of the community. At the second meet- 
ing Lord Rothschild stated that he had taken the opinion of avery exalted 
persona ity, who had confirmed the views under both headings. He was 
of opinion that it was undesirable to spend too much money on propa- 
ganda, and on the other hand he agreed that the cause of a great deal of 
ill-feeling lay in the unhappy cases affecting Jews that appeared from 
time to time in the papers. He (Mr. Cohen) reported to the meeting that 
he had been invited to attend a meeting of several members of Parliiment 
with a view to settling the terms of a Bill for eliminating that source of 
complaint. Finally, the general body of delegates arrived at the decision 
(which was consonant with the views of the Council) that it was not 
necessary to spend a great deal of money on propaganda, but that from 
time to time any special attack should be made the subject of special 
treatment and reply. It was decided to form a permanent committee of 
the three bodies at present re resented, each to contribute £25 a year, 
and to have fourdelegatescoach. If other bodies were invited they should 
have only two delegates and contribute £12 per annuum. 


The PRESIDENT said that if this body were formed the Deputies would 
probably drop their existing Press Committee.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The twenty-seventh annua! report of the Jewish Historical Society of 
England has a satisfactory year's activity to record. The outstanding 
feature was the Peaco Dinner, with which was combined the celebration 
of the semi-jubilee of the Society, that had been postponed owing to the 
war. The gathering was one of the most brilliant in the annals of Anglo- 
Jewry. Lectures were given during the year by Mr. H. . Q. Henriques, 
Dr. Vishnitzer, and Mr. Cecil Roth. The Arthur Davis Memorial Lecture 
was given by Dr. Israel Abrahams. The Council arranged a fifth course of 


University Extension Lectures at Toynbee Hall. The subject was “The 


History of the Jews in the Seventeenth Century.” The lecturers were 
Haham Dr. Gaster, the Revs. 8. Levy, I. I. Mattuck, and E. Levine, Drs. 
A. Wolf and M. Epstein, and Messrs. Lueien Wolf, Eikan Adler, G. W. 
Kilner, and Israel Cohen. It is hoped to arrange another course this year. 
The Society have in the press, volume IX. of its transactions, and a volume 
of Hebrew and Latin documents for the British Museum. These, together 
with the first volume of the Miscellanivs, will shortly be published. 
There are now 440 subscribing members in the Society, and the income 
from subscriptions was £156. The report places on record its appreciation 
of the services rendered by the late President, Mr. H. 8. . Henriques, 


the Rev. 8. Levy, who acts as Honorary Bookseller, and Dr. M. Epstein, 


who has retired from the Honorary Secretaryahip, after eleven year's 
service.

Kasher Wine Only.

A UNIQUE LICENCE. 


Mr. George Abrahamson, of Abrahamson’s Restaurant, applied at the 
Licensing Sessions, Westminster, on Wednesday last, for a licence. He 
based the app.ication largely on the ground that his orthodox Jewish 


- glientéle were bound to have kasher wine at certain meals. 


Viscount ERLEIGH, who appeared for the applicant, said the require- 
ments could not be met by sending out for wine, as was done in many 
other restaurants, as few shops, if any, stocked kasher wine. Ninety- 
five per cent. of the customers at the restaurant were orthodox, and 
would drink no other wine. 

The Rev. GERALD FRIEDLANDER gave evidence in support of the 
application. He said that it was obligatory on an orthodox Jew to partake 
of wine for ritual purposes on the Sabbath and festivals, and the only wine 
that could be consumed was Kasber. Jews were not teetotalers, but in his 
twenty years’ experience as a minister he had never heard of a Jew being 
drunk. We believe,” he added, “the Almighty has given us the good 
things of the world to enjoy.” 

he CHAIRMAN said that he had asked a colleague of the Jewish 
persuasion as to the necessity of Kashor wine for ritual purposes, and he 
understood him to say that he knew nothing of such a custom. 

Sir HARRY SAMUEL (one of the magistrates who heard the applica- 
tion), in the course of the proceedings, assented to the statement of the 
Rev. G. Friedlander as to the employment of Kasher wine. 

In the end the licence was granted, on condition that Kasher wine 


only should be sold.

HYDRO-ELECTRIC SCHEME FOR THE JORDAN. 


Sir Alfred Mond has left for Egypt. The Zionist authorities state 
that he has definitely promised on his return to London to mobilise 
Jewish f.oancial circles in Britain, on the Continent, and in America for 
the devclopment of Palestine. One of the first schemes to be taken in hand 
after the Mandate has been registered will be a Jordan hydro-electric 
enterprise, which will require two millions sterling. Dr. Weizmenn is

SIR ALFRED MOND AND DR. WEIZMANN IN 
JERUSALEM. 

The Waad Leumi (Council elected by the Jewish Assembly in Pales- 
tine) held a meeting in the hall of the Jewish National Library, at which 
Sir Alfred Mond, Dr. Chaim Weizmann, and Dr. Otto Warburg were 
present. Dr. Weizmann said, inter ia, that the head of the Adminis- 
tration of Palestine was beuevolent aid neutral, but the Administration 
would only remain neutral if Jewry undertook the financial tasks. He 
explained, that guarantees were necessary and must be asked for, which 
shouid secure Jewish influence in Palestine. Dr, Weizmann mentioned 
that the situation in the Zionist movement was a difficult one. Two 
schools were now struggling with each: other—tho one believed in the 
forces of the nation while the other did not. He expressed the hope that 
a mutual understanding would be arrived at. Sir Alfred Mond said that 
the Waad Leumi was of the greatest importance as it indicated the begin 
ning of self-government of the country. He was now much more hopeful 
than he had expected to be, and he would return home full of confidence 
and hope. He would be able to render far more services owing to the 
personal impressions of his visit. De. Warburg also spoke. -. C. N.

DR. MAX NORDAU AND ORTHODOX IEM Ex. 

In an interview with an American press representative, Dr. Max 
Nordau explained his views regarding Orthodox Jewry. Dr. Nordau 
said that the time had come for orthodoxy to participate to the fullest 
extent in the rebuilding of Palestine, and that he was convinced that the 
Zionists would not try in any way to disturb the observance of the religious 
laws. “It is impossib.e for me,“ said Dr. Nordau, to imagine a new 
Eretz Yisrael without the original type of the orthodox Jew, and even in 
the event of some extreme anti-reiigious Zionists trying to disturb the 
religious development in any way, this could not threaten orthodoxy or 
prevent the orthodox from doing their duty. Neither the Spanish 
Inquisition nor the pogroms could stop their atherence to the Law. 
Every minhag for which Jewish blood has becn p tis holy and must be 
holy to every Jew. I, the author of “ The Conve, tonal Lies of Civilisa- 
tion,” say that anybody desecrating the Sibb:th on the spot where once 
the Temple stood deserves death, because he docs not only intend to kill 
one person but the sou! of a whole nation.” 


DR. MARMOREK GRITICISES THE LEATERS. 


De. Marmore was elected Presideat of the Annual Conference of the 
French Zionist Feleration which hws just concluded its sessions ia Paris. 
In the course of his opening speech he said that general un est prevailed 
at present in the Zionist movemont, aud in seeking for the cause ho 
vehemently attacked the leaders for the faults and errors they. had 
committed. He expressed the opinion that only the Congress was in the 
position, by thorough refurms, to apply the necessary reme lies by changing 
the methods and the men. Dr. Marmorek dec'ared in fav ur of an ener- 
getic campaign for the Keren Hi yesod, but said he wished to reserve to 
the Congress the right of disposing of the fund in view of new enterprises. 
He was also opposed to the tendency to postpone the meeting of the 


Greater Actions Committee, aud he suggested that this body should dismiss 


the Executive and appoint a Commission to direct current affairs and to 
prepare for the Congress.

MEETING AT THE PiOPLE'S PALACE. 


On Wednesday of last week, a public meeting was held in the People's 


Palace under the chairmanship of Mr. Naiditch, Director of the Keren 


Hayesod. Mr. Jabotinsky, who was the principal speaker, described the 
present political situation in tho Zionist movement, and made 
reference to the abundant criticism vouchsafed to it by Mr. Israel 
Z ing will and Dr. Max Nordau. Pessimism, he said, was as wholly 
unjustified as too great optimism at the present juncture. It was 
necessary to regard our successes critically, and to avoid exaggerations 
in either direction. It was true that the boundaries of Palestine could 
have been better, but there was none the less room in the Pa estine of 


to- day for some million of Jews. Efforts to obtain better frontiers, must, 


of course, be continued, but it was unreasonable to imagine that because 


of the boundaries everything was lost. Mr. Jabotinsky also dealt with 


the Mandate and the Keren Hayesod. 


PRINTING MACHINERY IN JERUSALEM. 


On the occasion of the inauguration of new type-setting machinery 
(Hebrew and English) instalied by the “ Hassolel” Co., the publishers of 
the Palestine Daily Mail (Doar Hayom) and the Palestine Werkly, the 
directors gave a reception on Thursday of last week, which was attended 
by Sir Herbert Samuel, Sir Alfred Mond, Dr. Weizmann, the Governor of 
Jerusalem, the heads of departments, the foreign consuls, religious 
leaders, the directors of the leading institutions, and over four hundred 
other guests. Short speeches in Hebrew, Arabic, English, and French 
were delivered by the directors. Sir Herbert Samuel inaugurated the 
plant in an encouraging and witty speech. Sir Alfred Mond spoke as “a 
journalist colleague.” A souvenir tapestry was distributed among the 


guests. Immense crowds thronged the entrance to the building to wit- 


ness the arrival and departure of the distinguished guests. 


MIZRACHI CONFERENCE AT JERUSALEM, 


A Conference of the Mizrachi Organisation for Palestine and the 


Orient was held at Jerusalem. Rabbi J. L. Fischmann presided, and in 
the course of his résumé said thatthe amount spent for immigration work 
was E.£237,538 and for e lucation E.£307,228. Thespeaker stated that the 
Mizrachi had always worked in harmony with the Zionist Organisation, 
and expressed his confidence that in the future this would contiy ge. 3 

The second session was opened by Mr. Cook, Director of tus (mmigra- 
tion Bureau in Jaffa. He emphasised the necessity for increasing the 
budget of the Jaffa Immigration Bureau, which, in spite of its limited 
capital, gave subventions to about seven hundred Chaluzim during the 
last four months. 

The third session was opened by Rabbi Dr. V. Schonfeld, who gave 
a report of the educational work. The speaker reported that out of the one 
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hundred and thirty-five educational institutions under the supervision of 
the Zionist Organisation, twenty-nine institutions with 3,000 children were 
under the supervision of the Orthodox Educational Board. Towards the 
budget of these schools the Zionist Organisation paid £20,000, and the 
rest was paid by the Mizrachi. 


GREEK ZIONISTS IN CONFERFNCE. 
Sacomixa [F. O. C.] 

After a long interval, Greek Zionists have again met in Conference 
in this city. Mr. Ascher Mallah, President of the Federation 
of Greek Zionists, presided over a large gathering of delegates from 
Salonika and the surrounding area. After a long discussion, affilia- 
tion with the Mizrachi was decided on, and a Committee of three 
delegates was chosen to confer with three Mizrachists as to the 
terms of such affiliation, subject to the approval of the General Com- 
mittee of the Mizrachi. Mr. David Florentin, Director of the Eastern 
Department of the General Zionist Organisation, presented a report as to 
the general situation. A resolution was passed declaring it to be the 
conviction of the Conference that the Jewish education given at the 
Alliance Schools did not meet with national views and aspirations, and 
calling upon the community to collaborate in the drawing up ofa syllabus, 
and in the evercise of an eicient supervision of such education in future 
go that it ‘sould be in accordance with national Jewish sentiment. 
Satisfaction was formally expressed at the demands made by the authori- 
ties of the communal schools to the Government, that the training given 
therein should include an adequate quantity of Hebrew. 


JEWISH JUDGES IN PALESTINE. 

Mr. Strumza, a Jewish lawyer, has been appointed judge in the court 
of First Instance, Haifa. Mr. Karakabi has been given the post of 
General Prosecutor. The number of Jewish officials in the Courts has 
recently increased considerably. 


A NEW ZlONIST MEDAL. 


AMSTERDAM [F. O. C.] 
With the sanction of the Zionist Council in Amsterdam, a striking 
medal has been issued in commemoration of the decision at San Remo to 
commit to England the Mandate over Palestine. Produced by the 
Royal Medal Works, and designed by Mr. C. J. van der Hoef, the 
medal is a fine example of the engraver's art, and ia beautiful in its con- 


ception. On the front are two figures depicting the meeting of old Jewry 


and Jewry in its renaissance. The past is symbolised by the figure of an 
old Jew wrapped in his Ta/lith and Tefillin, with his right hand resting on 
the shoulder of a young Jewish workman representing the hope in the 
future of Jewry. This latter fl ure is in worki:, raiment, holding a 
hammer in the left hand. The figures are surrounded by corn-sheaves, 
and the centre is filled by bunches of grapes. In the distance, rising 
vaguely, are seen the steps of the front of the Hebrew University. At 
the foot are inscribed two dates, namely, 3830-5680. The first date is the 
year which saw the end of the second Jewish State, and.5680 the year in 
which the beginning of the third Jewish State was made. The obverse 
of the medal has in the centre the Shield of David, in which are inscribed 
the Hebrew letters for Zion.” Round the Shield are grouped the Arms 
of the twelve tribes. Making an effective border are the words in Hebrew 
of the Psalm: “If I forget thee Jerusalem.” [Illustrations of the 
medal are given in last Wednesday's Jewish World.) 


THE JEWISH NATIONAL FUND. 


The sum total of the subscriptions to the Fund during 1920 was 
£160,114, or, at the rate of exchange at the end of the year, 9.567,000 
French francs. Compared with the amount obtained in 1919 — 5,552,000 
French francs—an increase of 72 per cent. has been obtained. This is 
the more satisfactory, as the depreciation of the currencies in the lands 
of Central and Eastern Europe has progressed rapidiy, and big collections 
have been organised simultaneously everywhere for Jewish benevolent 
purposes of all kinds. Moreover, at least 20 per cent. of the taxes pro- 
cured for the Keren Hayesod, founded in July by the Annual Conference, 
is to he cvaveyed to the Jewish National Fund. The amounts collected 
in ew * of the forty-five lands are as follows:

A meeting of the Executive Committee was held yesterday week at 
the new local of the Union, 4, Upper Gloucester Place. Dr. A. EICHHOLZ, 
C.B.E., presided, in the absence, through indisposition, of the President 
Mr. Frank I. Lyons. 

The resignation of the Rev. 8. Levy, M.A., from the Education 
Supervision Committee was accepted with regret. 

The Rev. W. LEVIN suggested that the Union should have a Hebrew 
title in addition to its present English title. 

After a discussion, the suggestion was agreed to, and it was decided 
to consider at the next meeting the words to be used. 

Mr. FRANK D. BENJAMIN (the Treasurer) submitted‘ financial state- 
ment, covering a short period. The items included the sum of £1,400 
received from the funds of the United Synagogue. 

The CHAIRMAN dealt with the report of the hon. officers in regard toan 
application fora grant from the Jews’ Free School. He said that until they 
knew how the United Synagogue contribution was going to adjust its If, 
the Union would have to go cautiously, for it had to consider the claims of 
the Voluntary Schools and the Talmud Torahs. The Free School spent 
over £1,200 per annum on the religious teaching of some 1,400 pupils on 
Sundays, for which forty-eight tcachers were provided. That, in his 
opinion, was a very moderate sum. He moved that a grant of £100 be 
given for the religion classes and £50 for the recreation centre. 

Mr. L. FRANK, in seconding the motion, said that the hon. officers 
had carefully considered the mutter. They had worked out the cost per 
teacher, and had come to the conclusion that the cost per child was very 
reasonable. The Free School authorities were very gratcful for what the 
Union was doing for it. 

Mr. A. KAHN, M.A., moved as an amendment that the question of the 
grant be postponed pending the consideration of the claims from the 
Talmud Torahs and kindred institutions. 

Mr. SCHWARZCHILD seconded the amendment. 

Mr. F. S. Spiers, O. B E., said that the Talmud Toraus were supported 
to some extent by the Talmud Torah T st. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN thought that the proposed grant to the Free 
School was inadeqnate. 

After further discussion by Mr. I. GoLDSTON and Mr. BENJAMIN, the 
amendment was lost and the original motion subsequently carried. 

Regarding the question of representation by the Talmud Torahs and 
the Voluntary Schools on the Committee of the Union, the Rev, A. A. 
GREEN suggested that the matter be referred to the Hon. Officers for 
consideration. It was desirable, to avoid any difficulty that might arise, 
that if those bodies were to be represented it sho ild be as institutions 
and not as units, | 

Rabbi HARRIS COHEN supported the suggestion. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he did not see any difficulty in the Talmnd 
Torahs and the Voluntary Schools being represented on the Committee. 

On the motion of Mr. F. S. SIERRA, an application for a grant from the 
Stepney Jewish Schools was referred for consideration to the Hon. 
Officers. 

Grants were made to the following classes: Hammersmith £50, 
Stoke Newingt en £50, Walthamstow £30, North London, £50, South 
Hackney £50, West End Talmud Torah £20. 

Reports of the Education Supervision Committee on the classes at 
East Ham, Stoke Newington, Upton Park, Golders Green and New West

communal worker, and the beart and soul of East End “uplift.” has been 
seriously ill. Her many good friends may like to call upon her in these 
dull days (12, Solomon’s Buildings, Devonshire Street, E., to pay tribute 
to her pinck in endeavouring to carry on, though past her three-score and 
ten. Even if the communal memory is proverbially short, Mrs. Levy 
deserves something better of us all.

Who is mocking Jews, we cannot help wondering whether the 
greater ass is to be found on or off the stage. 

This ciipping from a frisky Canadian contemporary puts in a nut- 
shell the thoughts of manyofus. Here is food for reflection on the part 
of that newly-formed body thatis going to track down anti-Semitism to 
its lair and administer the quietus. Two items at least should figure on 
its agenda:

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The Problem of Unemployment. 


— — 


SUGGESTED REMEDIES. 
[FROM OUR EAST END CORRESPONDENT.] 


A large and representative conference was held last Sunday at the 
Poalei Zion Club, Sandy’s Row, to deal with the problem of unemploy- 
ment among Jews. All Jewish Trade Unions, as well as all branches of 
the Poalei Zion took part in the gathering, which was convened by the 
“Workmen's Fund.“ Mr. S. Brin, on behalf ot the Committee of that Fund, 
stated that the problem of unemployment among Jews was becoming more 
serious. Some of the unemployed did not receive any unemployment 
pay, while those that were entitled to it had the utmost difficulty in pro- 
curing it. He submitted various suggestions for dealing with the question, 
including the creation of co-operative restaurants, workmen's kitchens, 
and other such institutions which would serve as some kind of relief for 
the unemployed, and also for endeavouring to maintain, as far as possible, 
the existing trades through co-operatives. Another proposal was that 
all those who are at present employed should give a considerable portion 
of their earnings towards the upkeep of the unemployed. 

After a long discussion, it was decided to appoint a Committee to 
investigate into the number of the unemployed, as well as to ascertain 
the exact figures of those who have employment; to appoint sub- 
committees in the various trade unions and political organisations who 
shall devote their exclusive attention to the unemployment problem. It 


was also agreed to undertake relief work and to organise a workmen's 
kitchen. 


Is “Kush” India?

Bank Meetings. 
— 


THE ordinary general meeting of the shareholders of Barclays Rank Limited 
was held on the 26th January at the Cannon Street Hotel, london. Mr. Frederick 
Craufurd Goodenough (Chairman) presided. The Chairman, in dealing with the 
baiance-sheet and explaining the various items, said that the net profits for 
the year, after making full provision for bad and doubtful debts, amounted to 
42.927.523. From this amount there had been set aside £65,000 for writing

down investments, including the bank’s holdings in affiliated banks; 45000 


to contingency account—this was really a provision for the future rather than 
for the past; and £200,000 in reduction of the amount laid out on account of 
premises. Finally, £1Q0,000 had been allocated to staff pension reserve. After 
making these appropriations, they recommended a divideud at the same rate as 
the interim dividend paid in June last, e., 10 per cent. per annum on the A” 
capital. and 14 per cent. per annum on the “B” and “©” capital—in each 
instance lesa Income tax. The balince left to be carried forward to next 
year was £565,602, a higher figure than that brought in from the last accounts. 


‘THE ordinary general meeting of the London Joint City and Midland Bank, 
Litec, was held on January 23th. The Right Hon. R. McKenna, wh» presi: ed, 
said, in the course of his statement, that the Treasury policy was to stop further 
inflation, and then gradually to deff te. He thought that the proposed policy of 
deflation was impracticable. Gradual monetary deflation, so guarded as not to 
interfere with production, was impossible of execution. Trade was never good 
when prices were falling, and the consequence of the continuous fall in prices, 
entailed by dear money and the restriction of credit and accentuated by heavy 
taxation, must be complete stagnation of business. Trade is carried on for 
profit, and when loss is inevitable trade activities would be restricted to the 
utmost. The only way that deflation can be effected without loss would be to 
increase the commodity available for purchase without increasiug the purchas- 
ing power. The fall in prices would then be gradual, and, though smaller profits 
will be made, it would be on a larger quantity, and there would still be room 
for a fair return for capital and a fur reward for labour. The could only tive 
tolerably if their output was to the highest level of their industrial capacity, 
and the surplus of goods not consumed by themselves freely exchanged for the 
mported food and raw materials essential to their existence.
